PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 


A Delegation Lays the Matter Be- 
: fore the President. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT KEPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—A delega- 
tion representing the officers and di- 
rectors of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion Company called upon the Presi- 
dent yesterday and laid before him 
the plan of the exposition which is to 
be held at La Salle, on the Niagara 

River, in the summer of 1899. The 

chief object of the exposition is to 

promote the export trade of the United 

States on longitudinal lines and sup- 

plement the work that has been done 

by the government within the last 
ten years through the international 


treaties, the bureaus of American re- 
publics, the Manufacturers’ Associa-. 
tion, the Philadelphia Museum and 
similar enterprises. 

The proposed exposition is to be 
held on an exceedingly picturesque 
site on the Niagara River, a _ short 
distance from the falls. It is in- 
tended to be purely an American ex- 
position. While exhibits from foreign 
countries will not be declined, no 
formal invitation will be sent to any 
government outside the American 
hemisphere. It is expected that Can- 
ada, Mexico, Central America, South 
America and the West India colonies 
will be represented by larger displays 
illustrating their natural resources and 
industries than have ever heretofore 
been made.

AT HONOLULU, 


A Job Lat of the Former Queen’s 
Chipped and Broken Tableware 
Sold by the Government for 
Nearly Ten Thousand Dollars. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
HONOLULU, Nov. 20, via San -~'ran- 


The sale at auction of crown goous 
seized by the Dole government when 
it tcok possession of the state wuild- 
ings at the overthrow of the mon- 
archy, commenced on the 18th inst., 
and is still in progress, attracting 
large crowds daily. The godds were a 
job lot at best, consisting of chipped 
crockery of poor quality, cheap glass- 
ware and the like, but so great was 
the demand for relics that the govern- 
ment realized close to $10,000 on the 
sale. It is not every day that mon- 
archy is overthrown and crown goods 
can be purchased in the open market. 

Theodore H. Davies, prospective 
father-in-law of Princess Kaiulani, 
was a heavy buyer. Among other 
things he secured two solid silver 
candlesticks, paying the fancy price 
of $800 for the pair, and a center 
table piece to match at $525. Bid- 
ding was lively these pieces. 
Davies also purchased a battered and 
dilapidated silver table service, pay- 
ing at the rate of $22.50 per dish for 
dishes that were scarcely worth a 
decimal part of that sum. A set of 
green dishes presented to the mon- 
archy by the French government and 
stamped with the royal monogram 
readily brought from $6 to $10 each, 
soup plates going at the uniform fig- 
ure of $7 each. A blue-bordered set, 
much the worse for wear, brought as 
good prices, and silver-plated knives, 
forks and spoons went at from $1 to 
$2.50 each. Plate covers of plated 
ware brought from $4 to $7 each, de- 
canters from $5 to $10, and wine 
glasses from $1 to $2.50 each.

SUICIDE CLUB. 


Qath to Die, 


Five of the Number Have Made 
Way With Themselves, 


One of the Victims Was Howard 
Cranstone Potter. 


When it Came Walter J. McBride’s 
Tarn to Take His Own Life He 
Lost His Reason and His Secret 
Was Disclosed, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—{Exctu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Pacific Mail 
steamship Gaelic, which arrived from 
Honoilul today, brings an intéresting’ 
story, which concerns Walter J. Mc« 
Bride, paying teller of Bishop & Co.'s 
Bank, and a prominent young society 
man, who has hecome insane, it is said, 
through drawing the fatal number in 
a Suicide Club which he joined about 
six years ago in Seattle, Wash. 

According to the story, which is well 
authenticated, McBride received his 
summons about a year ago, and Was 
doomed to take his own life this 
month, following in the footsteps of 
five other members of the club. 

A leiter giving some facts in the 
case has been received by a friend of 
McBride residing in San Francisco. It 
appears that McBride drew the fatal 
number, but had been given a twelve 
months’ reprieve. The matter weighed 


became unbalanced, and through hig 
strange actions and nightly ravings his 
friends learned the truth. He has been 
taken out of the bank, and is being. 
cared for by friends in Honolulu, who | 
propose to see that he does not carry 
out his purpose. Within a few weeks — 
he will be brought to chi city, in 
the hope that a change of air may do 
him good. 

McBride is only about 30 years of 
age, but during the Seattle boom in the 
early part of the present decade, he is 
said to have amassed a fortune of 
$80,000, every dollar of which he lost 
when the bottom fell out of the boom. 
A dozen young men of his set shared 
the same ill-fortune, and while drown- 
ing their troubles in wine one night 
they decided life was not worth liv- 
ing. Some one suggested a suicide 
club, and the idea was adopted. With 
the usual ceremonies, the club was 
formed, and each of the thirteen mem- 
bers togk a solemn eath to follow out 
its object. Lots were drawn that 
night, and within twenty-four hours 
afterward one member was dead by 
his own hand. 

Since then other members have felt 
in honor bound to keep to their oaths, 
and each year a victim has succumbed 
until five have been laid away. In 
not a single instance has the real mo- 
tive of the suicide been discovered by 
the investigating officers. One of the 
victims was Howard Cranston Potter, 
whose body was found on the sands 
below the Cliff House a year ago. 

McBride returned to Honolulu, of 
which place he is a native, about four 
years ago and secured a position in 
Bishop & Co.’s Bank, where he rose to 
paying. teller. He made considerable 
money in sugar stocks and was again 
on the high way to prosperity, when 
his summons to die came. That was a 
year ago, but through the unanimous 
action of the surviving members of the 
club, McBride was granted a year’s 
reprieve, but this month he was to 
have committed suicide. The prospect 
dethroned his reason and through his 
strange actions an intimate friend dis- 
covered the condition of affairs. 

McBride had made preparations to 
conceal the motive for the intended sui- 
cide. He disposed of all the sugar 
stock and real estate he, owned, con- 
verting it into cash and placing this in 
the bank. He then made his will, leav- Pe 
ing his money to relatives and distrib- _ 
uting his personal belongings among | 
friends in the bank. He had already 
secured a vacation, and it is stated his 
intention was to go to the island of 
Kauai, where his brother owns a ranch, 
to have spent the last two weeks, at 
the end of which time he proposed to 
die as quietly as possible, leaving the 
impression that drink had caused his 
death. 

A friend in the bank learned his se- 
cret, and he was removed to the house 
of a relative, where he is now under 


treatment. 
McBride is well connected in Hono- 
lulu. He is a brother-in-law of W. A. ‘ 


Kinney, a leading lawyer of Honolulu 
and recent special commissioner to 
Washington in the interests of annexa- 
tion. He is also related by marriage 
to Paul Isenberg, the sugar planter.

The rumor of a conflict between 
French and British forces near Nikki, 
West Africa, is authoritatively denied, 
but the general credence that was 
given to the rumors shows how grave 
qs the situation. Sineé@ the initfation 
of the wild policy of sending men amid 
the bands ef Dahomey and Lagos, led 
py hot-headed officers, to assert the 
authority of their respective nations 
and grab anything in sight which still 
might be unoccupied, it has been be- 
lieved that a collision was bound to 
occur sooner or later. Both govern- 
ments have been repeatedly warned to 
recall: these roving expeditions and 
await the settlement of the delimita- 
tion commission now sitting in Paris. 

It is difficult to apportion the blame 
for this state of affairs. That the 
French initiated the system of raiding 
the contested territory in West Africa 
is indisputable; but the “Colonial Co- 
lumbus,”’ as Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, the Liberal leader, has nick- 
named Joseph Chamberlain, the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, has made 
a serious false step in following suit. 
If a diplomatig protest on the subject 
had been promptly lodged in Paris and 
Vigorously pushed, the whole question 
would have been amicably settled by 
this time, but instead of this’ the 
French have been permitted to boldly 
invade the admitted limits of British 
Lagos territory, fight the natives and 
occupy towns, so that they might more 
easily reach and oceupy the Say-Bous- 
sea- Nikki triangle which is the subject 
of disnute. 

So far as known. the Marquis of 
Salisbury has not asked for reparation, 
or even for explanations, and the whole 
story appears to be incredible. If Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Chamberlain have 
a settled policy regarding West Africa 
they have failed to make it Known, and 
all they seem to be doing at present 
is to impress the French with the fact 
of Great Britain's unlimited “‘squecze- 
ability.” 

The present situation is fraught with 
perilous humiliatian and the loss of the 
little self-respect the Tory . ministry 
has left. For this the country and 
press, even the Conservative newsna- 
pers, are demanding reprisals by the 
seizure, for instance, of the town Bous- 
sea, lately seized by the French, theugh 
believed to be unmistakably within the 
British sphert, and by the breaking of 
the. negotiations in’ Paris until the acts 
of the Dahomey officials are formally 
disavowed. 

In the meanwhile, another batch of 
eight British officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers sails from Liverpool! to- 
day for Lagos, west coast of Africa, 
accompanied by battery. of six 
twelve-pounder Maxim-Nordenfelt 
howitzers, specially supplied by the 
Colonial Office, without consultation 
with the War Office.

joined t6 the troops already there, 
Great Britain will have 250 officers and 
non-commissioned officers and 4000 
troops in Wesi Africa.

The keel of the new 
cruiser was laid in May, 1894, and her 
total cost, inclusive of armament, will 
probably amount to 1,550,000 yen. She is 
a third-class cruiser of 2200 tons and 800 
horse-power, Her armament consists 
of two 15-centimeter, six 12-centimeter 
quick-firing guns, twelve 17-millime- 
ter quick-firing guns, and four machine 
guns, 

On the night of Nevember 5, train 
consisting of twelve cars was derailed 
and overturned between Okadamura 
and Demura, an obstruction having 
been ph ced upon the track by some 
malicious person.

DESIGNS ON CHINA. 


IN THE ORIENT. 


Prince Henry of Prussia May Get 
a Chance to Gratify His 
Ambition,

ENGLAND TO BE FORESTALLED. 


HASTY ASSAMBLING OF WARSHIPS 
IN CHINESE WATERS,

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Copyrighted by the Associated 
Press, 1897.] The presence of Em- 
peror William at Kiel on the occasion 
of the swearing in of the naval recruits 
has had the expected effect of clear- 
ing the situation, so far as Germany’s 
attitude toward China and Hayti is 
concerned. Within two months a 
squadron of eigh: fine cruisers, having 
on board 3500 men, will be assembled 
in Chinese waters, and the fact that 
Prince Henry of Prussia, brother of 
His Majesty, is to command half this 
force, lends probability to the reports 
current in government circles that hot 
work is expected, as Prince Henry’s 
great ambition for yexrs past has been 
to win naval laurels. 

Furthermore the correspondent here 
of the Associated Press has been told 
by gentlemen who were at Kiel upon 
the occasion referred to, that Em- 
peror William, in conversation with 
Admiral von Knorr, commander-in- 
chief of the imperial navy, and with 
Prince Henry, made this expression: 
“We must forestall England.” 

This remark was made while the 
Emperor was enlarging on the situa- 
tion in China, and dwelling on the fact 
that the advantage gained by the quick 
action of the German naval forces in 
Kiaochau Bay must be followed by an 
adequate sirengthening of the squad- 
ron by the forces available. 

In this connection the correspondent 
of the Associated Press learns’. that 
within three days of the receipt of 
the news of the murder of the Ger- 
man missionaries, the Emperor, 
through the German Ambassadors _— at 
Vienna and St. Petersburg, made con- 
fidential inquiries as to whether Ger- 
many would be opposed in Chinese 
waters if circumstances should render 
the seizure of territory necessary. The 
replies obtained were wholly satisfac- 
tory. It was because of Russia’s as- 
surance that a free hand would be 
given Germany that Emperor William 
was so extraordinarily attentive’ to 
Prince Tonsky, the commander of the 
Russian cruiser Viadimir Monarch, 
which vessel was at Kiel upon the oc- 
casion of His Majesty's visit to that 
port. 

The German newspapers are almost 
unanimous in demanding that Ger- 
many seize the present opportunity to 
obtain adequate and tangible compen- 
sation for her support in China, in the 
peace negotiations with Japan in 1896. 
The Deutsche Zeitung is the mouth- 
piece of this feeling, when it says: 

- “We rejoice to say that we thus give 
a guarantee that the German empire 
sends out a fleet with the firm purpose 
of obtaining tangible results on the 
coast of the Yellow Sea, for it !s the 
second time e HUchezollern Prince 
hoists his flag ‘ainst exotic piracy, 
and we are certain he will only return 
crowned with leurels.” 

GERMANY AND HAYTI. 

In regard to the trouble between Ger- 
marty and Hayti, the imperial warship 
Gefion will proceed there as soon as 
she can be fitted for sea and will en- 
foree the demands of Germany, backed 
up by the two German government 
school ships. Somewhat late, the Ger- 
man press now does justice to the as- 
sistance received in this matter 
through the intervention of the United 
States Minister at Port-Au-Prince. 
The semi-otficial Hamburger  Corre- 
spondent says: 
“It is certain that if the United 
States at the critical time should as- 
‘sume,.an unfriendly attitude, the situa- 
tion would have becOme more danger- 
ous. The mere fact of its geograph- 


-jeal situation shows that Americ 2’s in- 


fluence is paramount at Port-Au- 
Prince. The appearance in this in- 
stance of an American fleet would have 
sufficed to intensify Hayti’s opposition 
to Germany's demands, as the Hay- 
tians would have seen therein an indi- 
rect assurance of support.” 
SUGAR AND PETROLEUM. 

The tariff on sugar and petroleum is 
occupying the attention of the press ex- 
tensively. The negotiations between 
the German sugar syndicate and the 
owners of the refineries, after pending 
for months, have ultimately failed, and 
the plan to form a pool has been defi- 
nitely dropped, at least for the pres- 
ent, as many of those interested have 
decided to remain outside. The pur- 
pose was to guarantee cach member of 
the pool a premium of 2 marks per 100 
kilos, inland consumers to pay double 
and exporters to receive a like sum 
from the trust. In spite of the action 
of the South German dealers, after the 
announcement that the Mannheim Pure 
Oil Company, a competitor of the 
Standard Oil Company, had purchased 
an island in the Rhine on which it is 
proposed to build gigantic tanks, to ex- 
clusively patronize the Mannheim Pure 
Oil Cempany, the impression prevails 
in commercial circles that the German 
representatives of the Standard Oil 
Company have won the fight and will 
crush all competitors. 

The Vossische Zeitung says: ‘“Evi- 
dently, in accordance with an agree- 
ment with the Standard Oil Company, 
the Russian petroleum dealers have 
withdrawn from competition in the 
German market. Of the petroleum im- 
port of the current year, America fur- 
nished 853,642 tons and Russia _fur- 
nished 43,000 tons. Reports from Bre- 
men and Hamburg show that the 
Standard Oil Company is now virtually 
alone in the field.”’ 

TARIFF WAR. 

The appeal of the Austro-Hungarian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Count 
Goluchowski, asKing Europe to. unite 
against American: competition, is va- 
riously commented upon here. The 
Liberal and Radical newspapers con- 
demn such a step. The Volks Zeitung 
says: “It is easily seen who 
have to pay the bill when all the Eu- 
ropean agriarians are united. The peo- 
ple of Europe, who absclutely need for 
their daily bread the cereals of Amer- 
ica, India and Australia, would have 
to sacrifice untold millions at the altar 
of international agrarianism. That is 
the meaning of it.”’ , 

The Vorwaerts says: “A ‘tariff war 
begun by the United States or Europe 
would be answered by closing the mar- 
kets of the United States of America. 
The first measure of the powerful, big 
republic across the ocean would be the 
embracing cf all American countries, 


including perhaps the English colonies,

From October 10 ‘to 
November 15 the exports in his dis- 
trict amounted to 1,118,858 marks as 
against 1,845,682 marks for the same 
period of 1896, an increase of 15 per 
cent. Reports from-other consular dis- 
tricts show, with few exceptions, simi- 
lar increases.

GERMAN NAVAL BILL.

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—A_ semi-official 
forecast of the government’s Naval Bill 
was issued this afternoon. It endeav- 
ors to make it appear that the scheme 
gives scope to the Reichstag’s judg- 
mentand provi@es a total fleet of nine- 
teen sea-going iron-clads, eight coast- 
defense iron-clads and forty-two cruis- 
ers, an increase of five sea-going iron- 
clads and nine cruisers:, The addi- 
tional expense involved is 165,000,000 
marks, the amount to cover seven 
years, when the warships are to be 
completed, the Reichstag to decide 
yearly the number of vessels to be 
commenced and the amount of the na- 
val budget.

A TERRIBLE TYPHOON. 


APPALLING TCISASTER IN THE 
PHILIPPINE ISLANDS, 


Five Hundred Europeans and Six 
Thousend Natives Said to Have 
Perished—Widespread Havoc by 
Wind and Tide. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—The ty- 
phoon which swept over the Philippine 
Islands October 6 was the cause of one 
of the worst disasters that has been 
reported from the southern ocean in 
many years, if not in the history of that 
section of the world. Thousands of lives 
were lost, including many Europeans, 
and the damage to property was some- 
thing appalling. The telegraphic ad- 
Vices concerning the calamity have 
been very meager. The difficulty of get- 
ting news from the islands is great at 
any time, and owing to the remoteness 
of some of the provinces visited by 
the hurricane full details of the storm 
reach Hongkong until Novem- 

er 

The steamer Gaelic from the Orient 
today, brought letters and papers 
which contained accounts of the rav- 
ages of the tidal wave and the wind, 
Whole towns were swept or blown away. 
Fully 500 Eurepeans were killed, and 
it is estimated that 6000 natives per- 
ished. 

The storm first struck the islands at 
the Bay of San Paula, province of Sa- 
mara. It devastated the entire south- 
ern portion of the island and cut off 
communication with the rest of the 
world for two days. Next day the hur- 
ricane reached Leyte and struck -the 
capital at Tacloban with great fury. 
In less than one-half hour the town 
was 9 mass of ruins. The natives were 
panic-stricken and tried to make their 
way to clear ground. Four hundred of 
them were buried bencath the debris 
of wrecked buildings, and 120 corpses 
of Europeans were recovered from the 
ruins when the native authorities in- 
stituted a search for the dead. 

Reports from the southern coast state 
that a score of, small trading vessels 
and two Sydney traders were blown 
ashore and their crews drowned. 

At Samoa the sea swept inland nearly 
ene mile, destroying property valued 
at several millicn dollars, and caus- 
ing wholesale deaths among the na- 
tives.

“Archbishop Chapelle, whom the press 
dispatches announce has been ap- 
pointed at New Orleans, is expected 
to arrive here tomorrow from Balti- 
more. He has been absent at Rome 
and elsewhere for five months. It has 
lone been known that he sought the 
position at New Orleans, his former 
home: hence no surprise is expressed 
over his appointment. As to the suc- 
cessor here, there is much speculation, 
though it is probable that Vicar-Gen- 
eyal Anthony Fourchegu, for twenty- 
five years a resident of New Mexico, 
will be made administrator of the 
provinee, which includes Colorado and 
Arizona. and may eventually succeed 
to the archbishric.

SHAME UPON THEM. 


DISGRACEFUL SCENES IN THE 
AUSTRIAN REICHSRATH.

VIENNA, Nov. 27.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Beer-garden scenes in the 
lower house of the Reichsrath were 
continged today. When the president 
of th® house, Dr. Abrahamovich ap- 
peared, there was a chorus of “Shame 
upon you” from the left aisle, ac- 
companied by a deafening noise otf 
whistles and slamming of desk lids. 
Many of the Leftists gathered in front. 
of the President’s platform shouting 
and blowing tin trumpets and flutes, 
while the President was ringing his 
bell for order. This scene lasted 
about a quarter of an hour, during 
which time the President remained 
seated. Then he suspended the sit- 
ting. 

As President Abrahamovich was 
leaving the house, a number of Left- 
ists pelted him with paper balls. 
Thereupon the President returned and 
stood unmoved as the ‘house was filled 
with the noise from the trumpets and 
hand-clapping on the part of the Right 
ists and other disturbances. After 
waiting ten minutes and the uproar 
continuing, the President left the plat- 
form. 

During his absence the noise was 
not abated. Dr. Wolff, the German 
Nationalist leader, and one of the sus- 
pended members of the house, entered 
about that time, but was forcibly 
ejected from the house by the police, 


ance. According to one account, Dr. 
Wolff had to be gagged and was after- 
ward bundled into a cab and taken to 
the police station. 

At 1:40 o’clock the vice-president 
appeared and declared the _ sitting 
closed, adding that the date of the 
next session would be communicated 
to the members by letter. 

Of the fifty-one persons arrested 
during the street demonstration here 
yesterday, thirteen have been sent 
before the provisional tribunal chargel 
with causing an illegal assemblage 
and with holding the authorities up } 
for contempt. One was charged with 
Ten were denounced 
to the public prosecutor for trespass- 
ing. Five will be tried for interter- 
ing with official acts. Fifteen have 
been fined and one has been acquitted. 
The cases of the rest have not been 
decided. 


DANGEROUS TEMPER. 
{ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VIENNA, Nov. 27.—A delegation of 
the opposition leaders of all sections 
waited upon Count Badeni, the Pre- 
mier, before today’s session of the 
lower house, and urged him to put 
an end to the imbroglio. Cotnt 
Badeni told the leaders that there 
would be no sitting of the house on 
Monday if today’s session was quiet. 

Dr. Leuger, the anti-Semite burgo- 
master of Vienna, also visited the Pre- 
mier and represented to him the dan- 
gerous temper of the populace, say- 
ing that the people were becoming 
more and more excited and that some- 
thing must be done if serious trouble 
was to be avoided. 

After today’s session the majority’s 
parliamentary committee met and re- 
solved to defer planning its course un- 
til the government communicated its 
intentions to the house. ’ 

A crowd of students during the aft- 
ernoon assembled on the Reichstrasse 
and indulged in demonstrations until 
they were dispersed by the police. 


FRANZ JOSEF’S INTENTIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

BERLIN, November 27.—Dispatches 
which have been received here today 
from members of the Austrian Reichs- 
rath, say that Emperor Francis Joseph 
intends to demand the resignation of 
Count Badeni, the Austrian Premier 
to dissolve the Reichsrath, and to or- 
der new elections. 

BLOODSHED ENSUES. 

VIENNA, Nov. 27.—Throughout the 
evening the police were obliged repeat- 
edly to disperse the political crowds 
who gathered in the Ringstrasse be- 
tween the Parliament houses and the 
University buildings. In front of the 
former a crowd numbering 2000, prin- 
cipally composed of students, assem- 
bled and hooted and groaned at the 
police, and finally attacked the offi- 
cers with stones. Eventually the po- 
lice were ordered to clear the streets, 
which they did with drawn swords. 

At Graatz, the capital of Styria, a 
band of students and other young 
men started to parade the streets, but 
were prevented by the police from 
carrying out their intention, and com- 
pelled to disperse. Later in the even- 
ing a riotous crowd of workmen 4s- 
sembled in the business quarter of the 
town and began to break windows and 
commit other excesses. Four com- 
panies of infantry. and a squadron of 
cavalry were summoned to the scene of 
the disturbances. Upon their arrival 
they were assailed by a shower of 
stones, and were compelled to fire upon 


of the rioters. Of the injured four are 
suffering from bayonet thrusts. Sev- 
eral police officers also were hurt. 

The disorder continued until shortly 
before midnight, when the streets were 
cleared and a military patrol of the 
town was established. 

Emperor Francis Joseph arrived 
here today and conferred with Count 
Badeni, the Premier, and Count Go- 
luchowski, the Austro-Hungarian Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs. The Neue 
Freie Presse saysit learns the Cabi- 
net has decided to prolong the _ agd- 
journment of the house, which should 
have ended on Tuesday next.

- Point Barrow and Herschel Island. 
‘The Bear will make a short stop at 
Port Townsend, where her crew will 
be paid off, after which she will pro- 
ceed ‘to Unalaska. From there her 
next stopping place is uncertain, de- 
pending upon the extent to which 
Bering Sea is closed by ice. Capt. 
' Tuttle will, however, go as far north 
as possible in his endeavor to reach 
Sledge Island, whicn is fifty miles 
south of Port Clarence, and five or 
six miles off the mainland, It will be 
easy to cross from there over the ice 
to ,Point Rodney. The chance of get- 
ting to Sledge Island lies in the fact 
that it is in the lee of Point Rodney, 
which sweeps off the ice carried down 
by, the north wind, making a sheltered 
stretch of water. 

‘From Sledge Island the party that is 
to: proceed overland to Point Parrow 
‘under the leadership of Lieut. Jarvis, 
will cross over to Point Rodney. From 
here the party will go to Port Clar- 
ence, where there is a band of rein- 
deer. The start proper will be made 
here, for no matter where the Bear 
lands, the overland party will have to 
go to Port Clarence for deer. The 
length of the overland journey will de- 
pend on the starting point.

KILLED IN COLD BLOOD.

The men were fac- 
ing each other, for Grover was coming 
down the street. Kirkendall ran over 
to where the man lay. He said it was 
light enough to distinguish persons. - 
* Ralph Sutton swore at the Coroner’s 
inquest that there was sufficient light 
to recognize Cassells’s features across 
the street.

CALIFORNIA VINTAGE. 


New Wine Crop is the Most Extra- 
ordinary Ever 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—The 
California vintage of 1897 has been the 
most extraordinary in the history of 
the industry. With Jess acreage than 
some years ago, the vines have been 
so prolific that the dry-wine product 
is greater by far than usual, and has 
been exceeded in only one or two 
seasens. The counties of Sonoma and 
Santa Clara have surpassed all former 
yields, and the quality of the wine 
promises to be among the best for 
many years. At this time the produc- 
ers and the merchants are confronted 


The cessation*of the friendly relations 
which existed during 1895 and 1896 be- 
tween the two classes adds gravity to 
the situation. 

. On Wednesday next the members of 
the California Wine Makers’ Corpora- 
tion will meet in this city to decide 
for their part what course shall be 
pursued and what price shall be fixed. 
President Henry J. Crocker has. just 
returned from New York, and will en- 
lighten the producers on the state of 
affairs in the East and the opportuni- 
ties presented of establishing direct 
markets in that portion of the country, 
while Manager Hotchkiss will report on 
the vintage of the season, and the vol- 
ume of dry wines which will have to 
be cared for. 

As thus far compiled, Manager 
Hotchkiss’s returns of the dry-wine 
vintage of this season are as follows: 
Sonoma county, 9,000,000 gallons; Santa 
Clara county, 7,750,000 gallons; Napa 
county, 4,500,000 gallons: miscellaneous, 
4,500,000 gallons; total, 25,750,000 gallons. 

Of the 1897 vintage it is estimated 
that the California Wine-Makers’ Cor- 
poration holds 15,750,000, and the dealers 
and outside growers the remaining 10,- 
000,000 gallons. In w«onsidering the 
marketing of the crop the left-over 
stock from former years will have to 
be taken into account. 


SAN. JOSE THUGS; 


Attempted Repetition of the Sensa- 
tional Planz Murder.

DURRANT’S FORLORN HOPE. 


Attempt to Force a Trial of the Min- 
nie Williams Case. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—Theo- 
dore Durrant’s attorneys appeared in 
the Supreme Court today to argue in 
support of their petition for a writ of 
mandate, whereby they seek to compel 
Judge Bahrs of the Superior Court to 
set a day for the trial of the case 
wherein Durrant is charged with the 
murder of Minnie Williams. The peti- 
tion contains the usual allegations of 
the arrest of Durrant and the fact that 
he was held for trial by a committing 
magistrate, that an _ information| 
against him was filed by the. District 
Attorney,, that he pleaded not guilty, 
and that no trial of the issue thus 
raised has been had,.although the de- 
fendant had made a demand as pro- 
vided by law for a trial at the earliest 
possible day. Durrant asks for an al- 
ternative writ to compel Judge Bahrs 
to set a day for the trial, or to show 
cause why he does not do so.

MURDERED ABOARD SHIP. 


Captain’s Boy Shot and Killed by a 
Japanese Steward. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—As the 
outcome of a quarrel between two Jap- 
anese employed on the revenue cutter 
Rush, K. Imai, the captain’s boy, was 
shot and killed this morning, and the 
ship’s Steward, Charley Wishimura, is 
‘jn jail at San Rafael, charged with 
murder. 

The two had been on bad terms for 


_several days and each had notified the 


captain that unless the other was dis- 
charged, the complainant would leave 
the ship. The cutter was lying across 
the bay, near Sausilito, this morning. 
-and Wishimura was scrubbing the cap- 
tain’s bathroom, when Imai, who had 
had shore leave over night, returned 
and, according to the steward’s story, 


entered the bathrooom, locked the door 


with the problem of its disposition., 


and pointed a pistol in Wishamura’s 
face. The steward wrested the pistcl 
from the. boy’s hand, and shot Imai 
three times in the face and neck. Imai 
fell dead and Wishamura reported the 
affair to Capt. Roberts, who notified 
the Coroner.’ 

At an inquest heWA this afternoon, the 
Coroner's jury exonerated Wishimura 
on the ground of self-defense. This 
evening, however, the steward was ar- 
rested and lodged in the Marin County 
Jail, booked for murder.

CHINESE SCHOOLS. 


Minister Wu 
‘Scheme. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—The 
Chronicle says: ‘‘One of the most im- 
portant movements originating with 
the new Chinese Minister, Wu Ting 
Fang, to bring into closer relations the 
white people and the people of his own 
race, is shortly to be consummated in 
this city. The project contemplates 
the erection of a school building, the 
bringing of a corps of teachers from 
China, and the education of the Chi- 
nese youth of this city and Coast in 
both English and Chinese. The Chi- 
nese government is prepared to expend 
not less than $40,000 in carrying out 
this project and providing for the per- 
manent maintenance of the school. 

Tuition will be strictly free, but a 
small charge may ec made for instruc- 
tion in special branches. If the experi- 
ment proves successful, similar schools 
will be established by the government 
in other sections of the United States. 


Death of Pio Pico’s Daughter. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—Mrs. 
Marcelina .Pico de Aldrich, a daughter 
of the last of the Spanish Governors 
of California, diéd suddenly this after- 
noon at the home of her sister, Mrs. 
Josephine Pico de Gottliebson. Mrs. 
Aldrich was 70 years of age, but was 
in good health until yesterday. Today 
the other members of the family were 
absent a short time, Mrs. Aldrich and 
a four-year-old daughter remaining at 
home. When the family returned in 
the evening Mrs. Aldrich was dead. 
Her father was the last Spanish Gov- 
ernor of California. Gen. Vallejo was 
her uncle, and the family is connected 
‘with the Castros and Peraltos. Maj. 
R. G. Pico of Oakland is a brother, 
3 Mrs. V. Castro of Santa Maria a 
sister. 


Hawaiian Steamer Launched. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—The 
Hawaiian steamer Maui was success- 
fully Jaunched today at the Union [fron 
Works. The Maui is a. first-class 
steamship of 700 net tons burden. She 
is 175 feet in length, 30 feet beam and 
14ft. 6in. depth of hold. She will be 
fitted with an engine of 450-horse 
power, which is expected to drive her 
ten knots an hour. She will be taken 


to Honolulu immediately after her 
completion, and put on the island 
trade. The Maui is owned by the 


Wilder Steamship Company. 


Broke His Neck.

Taggart, a vrominent ranch owner of 
Cottonwocd Creek.

DUBOIS FOR SECRETARY. 


THE IDAHO SILVER SENATOR SAID 
TO HAVE A PULL.

A Well-developed Scheme to Make 
Him Secretary of the Senate, 
The Silwer Forces in Both 
Houses Propose to Act on the 
Aggressive. 


[SPECIAL € YORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Ex-Sena- 
tor Fred T. Dubois of Idaho. who 
achieved notoriety, if not distinction, 
as the leader of the free-silver forces 
in the Senate, is regarded as a likely 
candidate for the office of secretary 
of the Senate. It is understood here 
that the Silver Democrats’ and the 
silver Republicans intend to hold sep- 
arate caucuses, and each of them will 
nominate Dubois for the office of sec- 
retary of the Senate. 
is then to be ratified by the Populist 
Senators, and their united strength, 
which comprises @ majoriiy of three in 
the Senate, will be given to Dubois, 
which will insure his erection. 

The salary of the otsice is $6000 per 
annum, and that is $1000 more than the 
salary of a Senator. The office is an 
honorable one, and is usually given to 
some ex-Congressman, or some _ ex- 
Senator, who has been elected to stay 
at home. 

The present secretary is Gen. W. R. 
Cox of North Carolina, an ex-Con- 
gressman, who was a gallant Confed- 
erate soldier. He also is a silver advo- 
cate; and there seems to be no good 
reason for removing him, except that 
the friends of Dubois want to give him 
a nice place on the Senate pay roll,. 
where he will have no duties to per- 
form. election, however, will 
bring him again te Washington, where 


-he can be in close conference with the 


silver leaders, all of whom regard Du- 
bois as a shrewd politictan, whose ad- 
vice and counsel will at all times be 
valuable. 

It is not/intended to elect any one 
in place of the incun.oent of the of- 
fice of sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate, who is regarded as an excep- 
tionally efficient official. The incum- 
bent is Col. Richard 3. Bright of In- 
diana, a long-time free-silver man, and 
a Democrat from his childhood. Dur- 
ing the civil war he did not enter the 
Confederate army, but remained in the 
North, as a, member of the Vallandig- 
ham-Long-Voorhees Democracy. 

It seems to be impossible for the Re- 
publican Senators to prevent the e¢on- 
summation of the scheme. They lack 
two of. having a majority of the Sen- 
ate, and hence can. only cast their 
votes in opposition to the election of 
Dubois, and thus place themselves on 
record in opposition. — — 

It is intimated that Senator Gorman 
of Maryland and Senator Gray of 
Delaware, sound-money Democrats, 
may oppose the election of Dubois: but 
the impression prevails that they will! 
vote for, the candidate of the Demo-| 
cratic caucus. 

SILVER CAUSE TO BE “PRESSED.” 

The silver men in both houses of 
Congress intend to press their cause 
during the coming session of Congress. 
They now have the tariff question out 
of the way, and the Republicans will 
be obliged to meet them in almost con- 
tant discussion of the monetary ques- 
tion. The proposition to bring Dubois to 
Washington as secretary of the Senate, 
is ample indication of the aggressive 
determination of the united silver fac- 
tions. They propose, if possible, to put 
the defensive. 

The plan looks well, at first sight; 
but nobody has yet heard an intima- 
tion of what will be done by th®Repub- 
lican leader, Senator Allison of Iowa. 
That experienced and able statesman 


is now the duly accredited leader of 


his party; and those who know him 
best regard him os one of the most’ re- 
sourceful men in public life. The Re- 
publican Senators will look to him for 
guidance, and they will confidently fol- 
low his leadership. It is not unlikely 
that now, in the quiet of his home at 
Dubuque, Senator Allison is preparing 
to meet every issue: and when he 
reaches a conclusion concerning a line 
of action, Senator Dubois may find 


-himself a long way off from the emi- 


nent position to which he aspires. 
Nevertheless, the plan is afoot, and it 
is said to be aided and promoted by 
the sergeant-at-arms, the man who has 
control of all of the patronage of the 
Senate, and a man of experience and 
alertness, capable of making the pat- 
ronage count for all it is sea °

SENATE WILL WRESTLE WITH 
THE CUBAN QUESTION. 


Many of the Senators are in Favor 
of Recognizing Belligerency of 
the Insurgents—Independence or 
Death the Cubans’ Motto. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The World 
says: “Dispatches to the.World from 
many leading members of the United 
States Senate indicate stormy times as 
secon as the Senate meets. Nearly a 
score Of Senators are reputed to have 
written resclutions favoring either 
tervention by the United States or im- 
mediate recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency. 

“Senator William E. Mason of Illi- 
nois says: ‘I am a Republican, and I 
believe in carrying out the promises of 
my party. We promised to interfere 
to stop the war and give independence 
to Cuba. I shall vote for a resolution 
for interference if I get a chance.’ 

“Senator Roger Q. Mills of Texas 
says: ‘Congress owes it to civilization 
to recognize the independence of Cuba. 
We have aided Spain in uncivilized 
rule over Cuba for more than a cen- 
tury; we have prevented other nations 
from freeing Cuba, and the time has 
come when we should intervene in 
Cuba's behalf.’ 

“Senator Jacob H. Gallinger of New 
Hampshire, says: ‘I favor giving Cuba 
the rights of belligerency, but will not 
introduce a resolution. My impression 
is that the Senate will act on its own 
responsibility.’ . 

“Senator Henry M. Teller of Colo- 
rado says: ‘We in the Senate have 
done all that is necessary. We have 
passed a resolution granting belliger- 
ent rights to the Cubans. I do not say 
that we have done all that we - should 
do, but that we have done all that we 
can do. Our resolution passed at the 
last session is now before the House, 
and I believe the House would pass it 
by an overwhelming majority if it got 
a chance to do so, but 1 do not sup- 
poiggl they will get a chance to vote 
ir it. 
Senator Pritchard of North Carolina 
[ am in favor of Siving belligerent 
rights, but am not prepared to say I 
favor absolute independence.’ 
“Senator John L. McLaurin of South 
Carolina says: ‘Congress should recog- 
nize that a state of war exists in 
Cuba, but I am not prepared at pres- 
ent to go further than thai.’ 
“Senator Pascoe of Florida: ‘I favor 
all proper action to restore peace and 
sive independence to Cuba.’ | 

“Senator A. O. Bacon of Georgia 
S8yvs: ‘I favor recognition of Cuban 
belligerency.” 

“Senator F. M. Cockrell of Missouri 
Says: ‘My belief has been that we 
Should grant belligerent rights to the 
Cuban insurgents. So far as I am in- 
formed I have no reason to alter the 
opinion I have hitherto expressed in 
favor of the sranting of bellizerent 
rights to the Cubans.’ . 
“Senator Mantle of Montana says: 

‘In my judgment the Senate should 
at least recognize the belligerency 
rights of the Cubans without delay.’ 

THE LAURADA RELEASED.

COMMIT BOTH. 


Fired Three Shots at Those Who In- 
terfered When He Tried to Rob 
Tom Slowly. 


HE HAD A KNOCK-OUT VIAL. 
THE RECIPE FOR A DEADLY CON- 
COCTION FOUND ON HIM. 


Two Men in the Receiving Hospital 
as a Result of Adma’s Murderous 
Inclinations—Neither Danger- 
ously Wounded. 


Alejandro Adma, a Mexican, about 
19 years of age, was arrestede shortly 
before 12 o’clock last night by Officer 
Creig for assault to murder. Louis 
Pfirrmann was brought to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital at the same time with 
a 44-caliber bullet lodged in his left 
jawbone, and Frank Harrington had 
@ wound in the left. wrist treated. Tom 
Slowly, another victim of the murder- 
ously-inclined lad, was locked up ona 
charge of drunkenness. The latter 
was undoubtedly a victim of knock- 
out drops, an empty vial which is said 
to have contained a mixture for that 
purpose being found on Adma. The 
latter was attempting a robbery, and 
the shots were fired at men who in- 
terrupted him. 

About 11:30 o’clock Adma, accompa- 
nied by Tom Slowly, the latter appar- 
ently drunk, entered Pfirrmann’s sa- 
loon at the corner of. First and Los 
Angeles streets. Adma called for a 


| drink, but Pfirrmann refused to serve 


the men, as Slowly seemed intoxicated. 
Adma then rushed Slowly into the 
toilet, from which sounds of a scuffle 
issued. Pfirrman started to investi- 
gate. He found Adma punching Slowly 
in the face with one hand and at- 
tempting to rifle his pockets with the 
other. Calling to Frank Harrington, 
who stood near, to stand guard at t 
door while he got a policeman, Pfirtf- 
mann walked behind the bar to replace 
on a shelf a bottle which he carried. 
Then he started for the door to call 
an officer. Just at this moment Adma 
opened the door... He threw his re- 
volver, a 44-caliber weapon of cheap 
make, into position, and when Prfirr- 
mann and Harrington refused to per- 
mit him to leave, he began firing. The 
first bullet struck Pfirrmann in the 
left jaw. Although less than ten feet 
from the man, the bullet glanced upon 
striking the bone, and lodged under 
the skin beneath the left ear. The sec- 
ond bullet struck Harrington a glan- 
cing blow on the left wrist, but did 
not pierce the skin, aithough it caused 
the wrist to swell perceptibly. 

third bullet flew wide, burying itself in 
the wall. 

Officer Creig was attracted by the 
shooting, and entered at this critical 
moment. The sight of a uniformed of- 
ficer cooled the ardor of the bad man 
somewhat and he promptly surrend- 
ered. The four were loaded into the 
patrol wagon. Adma, about half way 
to the station began acting as if drunk. 
At the station he threatened Officer 
Creig with dire vengeance when next 
they met, alleging that the officer was 
attemnvting to “put it onto him.” 

When searched, beside the revolver, 
an empty vial which smelled strongly 
of chloral, was found on Adma. A card, 
upon which was written a prescription 
for a knockout dose, was also found. 

Adma is undoubtedly a dangerous 
man to be allowed freedom in any com- 
munity. That the bullet which struck 
Pfirrmann ag such short range did not 
result in his death is marvelous. Should 
Adma not be convicted of assault to 
murder, the robbery charge at least 
can be sustained. His chances of going 
up the road are exceedingly good. 


SCHOOLMASTERS’ CLUB. 


THE ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING 
AND BANQUET. 


A Number of Interestirzmg Talks Upon 
Important Subjects by Well- 
known Pedagogues—Many Out- 
of-town Teachers Present, 


The Schoolmasters’ Club of South- 
ern California held their annual busi- 
ness meeting in this city yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the Normal School, and last 
night enjoyed a banquet at Illich’s res- 
taurant. 

The membership of the club is lim- 
ited to sixty pedagogues who must re- 
side in the seven counties in Southern 
California, but there are a number of 
honorary members hailing from all 
parts of the State. There were forty 
Members present at the meeting yes- 


terday. The proceedings of the busi- 


ness meeting were executive. 

At the banquet last night State Su- 
perintendent of Schools Samuel T., 
Black of Sacramento, A. F. Gunn of 
San Francisco and Prof. John Dick- 
inson of this city were the guests of 
the evening. After satisfying the needs 
of the inner man, the schoolmasters 


| turned loose,and for three hours talked 


about themselves, and they told some 
very interesting stories about what 
had been, might be, and ovrobably 
would be, done in their profession in 
the near future. 

Prof. E. T. Pierce, president of the 
Normal School of this city, and presi- 
dent of the Schoolmasters’ Club, led 
off the responses, his subject being 
“Our Ancestors—The Schoolmasters of 
the Past.” State Superintendent Black 
followed, speaking of “The Schoolmas- 
ters of the State.’’ Then Dr. Hoose of 
the University of Southern California, 
prophesied concerning “‘The School- 
masters of the Future.” President Wal- 
ter A. Edwards of Throop Polytechnic 
Institute, Pasadena, talked about the 
“Future of Manual Training,” and Su- 
perintendent of Schools Foshay of this 
city told of ““‘The Work of a Schoo! Su- 
perintendent.” 

Then Prof. T. H. Kirk of San Ber- 
nardino spoke upon a subject of much 
interest to teachers in Los Angeles 
just at this time, namely, “Politics and 
the Schools.”

TWELVE DAYS DYEATO DAWSON 


A SCHEME THAT PROMISES RICHES 
TO ITS PROMOTERS. 


The New Enterprise to Be in Oper-

to sixty days in the year. Three days 
after leaving the Sound, passengers 
are landed at Dyea. In twenty-four 
hours thereafter they are at Lake 
Linderman, from which point the re- 
mainder of the trip must still be made 
by such means as the gold hunters 
may themselves provide. If they start 
early, which most of them who have 
had experience in Alaska advise, they 


will go by sleds over the crusted snow, 


or on the ice of the river. If later, 


.they float down the Yukon in boats. 


A trip in the spring involves far less 
labor and expense, and lands the pros- 
pector at the gold fields at the proper 
time to start out prospecting on his 
own account or to take advantage of 
new strikes made during the summer. 
For the last two years most men going 
in the spring have gone over the passes 
in February, March and April. The 
coming year thousands will start from 
Puget Sound in January, February 
and March, in order to take their time 
getting over the passes and down the 
lakes, and building their boats. Yukon- 
ers declare that the trip can be made 
any month in the year. By crossing 
the pass in February travelers may 
proceed down the lakes on the ice to 
the foot of Lake Lebarge, where tim- 


ber may be found for beat building.

a single aerial tramway will not be 
able to carry all the freight and all the 


age to the headwaters of the Yukon 
as soon as the season begins. 

The aerial tramway is not a new 
thing by any means. It has been in 
successful. operation in mountainous 
mining regions for several years. 
Thousands of tons of valuable ores, 
both of gold, silver, copper and iron, 
are annually brought out by it easily 
and safely from mines that would 
otherwise be inaccessible and worth- 
less. 

It consists of a five-eighths-inch steel 
wire cable carried on cross arms sup- 
ported by iron posts or towers. The 
line going up the mountain, or over it, 
is carried on -one end of ‘these cross 
arms, and that returning on the other. 
The cars are simply strong boxes large 
enough to carry one ton of average 
miner’s outfit and three to four pas- 
Each box is attached to a 
stout iron frame carrying two grooved 
wheels, which roll along the cable 
above described. They are propelled 
by a smaller cable, to which they are 
easily attached and detached for load- 
ing and unloading, and this power ca- 
ble is driven by an engine centrally lo- 
cated as in cable railways. It is al- 
together a very simple and safe affair, 
and was invented by a man named 
Bleichert, whose name it bears. 

The Dyea tramway will be operated 
in two sections, one four and the other 
nearly four miles in length. The first 
section begins eight miles. from the 
new wharf at Dyea, where passengers 
and goods are landed from the steam- 
ers. From the wharf to the mouth of 


‘the mountain cafion, where ~first{ 


section begins, goods are to be con- 
veyed by a narrow-gauge railway now 
building. There they are transferred 
to the tramway cars, by which they 
make their first flight up a gradual in- 
cline to Sheep Camp, where the power- 
house with its fifty-horse-power engine 
is located. There they are transferred 
to the second section, by which they 
are sent over the mountain, crossing at 
a point 3500 feet above sea level. At 
the end of the line the cars are set 
down without stopping the power ca- 
ble, by an automatic device, and are 
again taken up, when ready to be re- 
turned, with equal ease. 

The iron posts, or trussed towers on 
which this simple but efficient mechan- 
ism is carried, are thirteen feet high,

His attention, like that 
of thousands of others, was attracted 
to the Klondike, but in his case it 
was fixed upon the needs and possi- 
bilities of transportation arrange- 
ments for those who would b2, or al- 
ready were, seeking passage to the new 
E! Dorado. He quickly associated with 
him a few enterprising men of means 
in Tacoma, and organ‘tsed the Wash- 
ington and Alaska steamship line, and 
chartered two steamers which, since 
August last, have been making regu- 
lar trips be!:ween Tacoma and Dyea. 
Tt was soon found that the passengers 
carried northward got no further than 
the steamship landing. An investiga- 
tion was begun to find an cutlet fcr 
them, ‘and. if possible, a means of 
transporting them across the mountain 
wall to the headwaters «tf the Yukon, 
where they would have nothing to do 
but build boats for tnemselves and 
float ‘easily downstream to Dawson 
City. Engineers were sent out to in- 
vestigate all the passes. The Dawson 
trail, which is the furthest’ north 
was found to be a long overland route, 
travel by which must be attended not 
only by inconveniences but great danger, 
The Skaguay trail through White's 
Pass was not only rough, but crossed 
by deep chasms strewn with 
fallen timber. I: led, in some places, 
across the face of steep precipices, 
and at others across almos! bottomless 
marshes. It was ten or fifteen miles 
longer than the Dyea trail, and the 
first half of it was strewn with dead 
horses, kilied by the efferts of their 
owners to make them pack their outfits 
ever an impassable way, and their car- 
casses already rotting in the autumn 
rains. were filling the air with pesti- 
lence. The Stickeen rvite was also

15. Work was immediately begun, not 
only in Trenton but in Dyea, and the 
machinery has already heen shipped 
and a portion of it landed. The cars 
have been built in Tacoma, and the 
work is so far advanced that there is 
no doubt that it will be completed in 
time. 

The railroad and tramway when 
completed will have a capacity of 120 
tons per day. This will be sufficient to 
carry over the outfits of all the miners

This rate rapidly ad- 
vanced to 38 and 40 cents, which is $800 
per ton, and it was found difficult to 
keep them to their work even at this 
price. The rate for passage by the St.

In speaking of the Korean ladies and 
their secluded life, Mrs. Graham said 
that they never go out, except in closed 
Chairs and are never scen in society; 
that she had met them at luncheons at 
the Russian Legation, but that’ there 
were no men present. Personally they 
are net as pretty. as the Japanese 
Women, their noses are flatter and they 
Plaster their faces with white powder. 
Their dress follows a universal style, 
that of a short sacque and a plain 
skirt. The only difference in them is 
{fn the color and texture, their favorite 
color being a deep blue for the sacque 
a@nd cither green or yellow for the 
skirt In the winter they wear a little, 
close-fitting. crownless black cap, which 
they keep on when entering the house, 
though they temove their shoes. The 
caps are adorned with two long stream- 
ers of wide silk, and upon these, at 
intervals of four or five ‘inches, are the 
larger portion of the ornaments worn 
by the women. Mrs. Graham stated 
that she had seen them decorated with 
pearls as large as an ordinary-sized 
thumb-nail, set about six inches apart, 
and that others were gay with jade, 
carnelion and coral. The Korean 
Woman is ignorant of the joys of but- 
tons or hooks and eyes, and ties her 
Earmcnts with strings made of the 
Same material or a contrasting color. 

The women are not intelligent be- 
cause of their lack of opportunity to 
progress in any direction. They live al- 
Ways in quarters by themselves. The 
rooms are usually about eight feet 
Square, and in them the lady of high 
degree spends most of her life. An in- 
teresting account was given by Mrs. 
Graham of one of her visits to the 
wife of a nobleman. The room in which 
the lady received her visitor was beau- 
tifully furnished according to Korean 
ideas. The walls were covered with a 
drapery of pale blue quilted silk and 
the floor with very handsome mats. 
The only furniture was a beautiful 
enbinet used as a wardrobe, and inlaid. 
With mother-of-pearl in exquisite de- 
sign upen lacquered wood. The hostess 
Was gowned in white silk and was 
Seated pieturesquely upon a mat. Em- 
broidered steols were brought ‘in for 
the comfort of the American visitors, 
and tea and cakes were offered. Within 
these small quarters the Korean lady 
lived day and night, the only change 
in her surroundings being the Intro- 
ducticn of an embroidered sleeping mat 
in lieu of a bed at night.

Our diatonic scale is not the scale 
eof nature. It is only one scale of many.

Its 
adoption made possible the develop- 
ment of the science of harmony which 
is the product of. the last-few hundred 
years; but for new vehicles of emo-

One of the most tevestiné torms of 
folk-music is the Hungarian: How the

The second peculiarity of Hungarian 
melodies is the use of a scale contain- 
ing one or even two sunerflvous secc- 
onds; thus, A, B, C, D sharp, E, F. G 
sharp, A. This interval, which imparts 


an intense melancholy, cccurs in some 
exquisitely beautiful © Wallachian 
walizes which it has been my fortune 
to stumble upon. This interval is char- 
acteristic of other ortental music than 
the Huns. It is a relic of the Moors in 
Spain; I heard it in that green Vega 
which stretches toward Malaga and the 
Mediterranean, at that enchanted point 
in the road where white Grenada and 
the red Alhambra above, outlined 
against the purple precipites of the 
snow-capred sierra, all so abruptly 
vanish as in the fairy tale. These Arabs 
have left traces of it in Egypt. In the 
song of the nriestesses in the second 
scene of “Aida,’’ Verdi has well illus- 
trated its effect and both these melodies 
are native to Egyvt. Verdi did nct 
compose them; he borrowed them. 
Comnogers as far back as Haydn have 
used them in their compositions. Ru- 
binstein’s radiant song “Der 
tells a Turkish story.

The Rome correspondent of the New 
York Herald writes: “The death of Si- 
gnora Verdi will undoubtedly be asevere 
blow to the great and venerable com- 
poser. He has had many sorrows in 
his life, and this last one is probably 
among the greatest. The signora was 
Verdi’s second wife. She was formerly 
Mme. Strepponi. It was: while she was 
Singing Abigail in Verdi’s opera, ‘‘Na- 
buceo,” at Milan, more than fifty-five 
years ago, that the great composer fell 
in love with her. Mme. Strepponi 
played in the first performance of 
“Nabucco.” which was the opera that 
established the genius of the composer. 
The romance of the courtship was con- 
tinued in married life, and Verdi was 
devoted to his wife. | 

“This grief, coming at his advanced 
age, will fill the musical world with 
anxiety, as to whether Verdi himself 
will be able to bear the shock. His 
wonderful vitality has been a theme 
for years, and it may be sufficient to 
withstand the present sorrow. 

“Verdi's first wife was Margherita 
Barezzi. She was the daughter of An- 
tonio Barezzi, a well-to-do Italian: dis- 
tiller. Verdi used to practice upon 
Barezzi’s piano when in his teens, and 
in the course of time played pieces ‘a 
quattro main’ with Margherita, who 
was Barezzi's eldest daughter. It was 
not long betore Verdi fell in love with 
the distiller’s beautiful daughter, and 
won her. Barezzi offered-no- ebjection 
to the marriage. At that time—in 1835— 
Verdi was struggling fer a livelihood. 
The first wife died in 1840. Within the 
next two months Verdi’s two children 
died. 

‘These sorrows laid a heavy hand on 
the composer. He went into solitude, 
and announced that he brad retired fr>m 
life. But in a short time his love for 
active work returned, and he was seen 
in public. 

“A short time ago the aged com- 
poser was reported to be critically ill, 
and many of his friends fcared he 
would never rally, but he recovered.’’

The late song composer, Ida Becker 
of Berlin, daughter of Emil Nauman, 
left her fortune (she was the wife of a 
blind and rich man) of about $188,000 
to the foundation of an asylum for the 
blind. 

Leipsie is more than ever the center’ 
of the world’s music trade. A year 
ago the number of music stores there 
was 2584, and last year sixty-nine new 
ones were added. Among these are as 
many as 301 music publishing firms. 

English organists are warned by 
one of their number that American 
organists regard Paris as the capital 
of the organ-playing world, vice Lon- 
don, superseded, and this change is at- 
tributed to the influence of Guilmant. 


Ernst Kraus, who was so favorably 
received in the East last season during 
the German opera performances, has 
closed a ten-year contract at the Ber- 
lin Operahouse by which he shall re- 
ceive $12,000 a year and a yearly leave 
of absence for four months. 

Hugo Wolf, the Austrian compogar, 
has been placed in a lunatic asylum. 
A Hugo Wolf society was formed at 
Vienna for the performance and pub- 
lication of his operas and other compo- 
sitions, one of its conditions being that 
Wolf himself should have nothing to 
do with it. 

J. H. McKinley, the popular tenor, 
has been engaged to accompany Mme. 
Nordica on her concert tour during 
the early part of this season, under the 
management of-R: E. Johnston & Co. 
He will sing with her in the principal 
cities of the country and as far west 
as Denver. | 

The death of Marie Barbier is an- 
nounced in Paris. 
earlier days, a fine soprano singer, and 
later was a writer of children’s verses, 
which have been set to music by 
Gounod, Rubinstein, Thomas and 
Saint-Saens. Her husband, Jules Bar- 
bier, wrote the librettos of “Faust’’ 
and “Mignon.” 

It has been made known that M. 
Racul.Pugno, the famous French pian- 
ist, learned to play poker on his voy- 
age to this country, and won $30 frum 
M. Ysaye. The passionate press agent 
has begun to get in his work, but the 
American public is more interested in 
M. Pugno’s skill as a pianoforte than 
as a poker player. 

This curious news item hails from 
Goethe’s and Liszt’s Weimar: “The 
season at Weimar opened unfortun- 
ately. The first piece was Humper- 
dinck’s ‘Konigskinder,’ but Fraulein 
Adolphi, the Goosegeit, broke a blood 
vessel, the electric chandelier was 
burned out, Frau Stavenhagen fell and 
injured herself at rehearsal, Fraulein 
Grub ecould not fill the dramatic rele, 


unsatisfactory.” 

Among works bearing upon music 
that will soon appear is one that will 
have the title, “Stories of the Great 
Operas.” It will consist of ten quarto 
volumes, luxuriously printed ard 
bound, and the contents will be an in- 
troduction by Verdi, a succinct history 
of opera, sketches of the lives of the 
best composers who have dealt with 
this form of art, and the librettos of 
fifty operas. 

A Polish grand opera is the novelty 
just produced in Chicago by the Polish 
Singers’ National Alliance. The piece 
has the poetical and sweetly-sounding 
title ‘“Krawkowiacy and Gorale or Zab- 
abon.”” The play represented a scene 
from the early peasant days cf Poland, 
with dances, odd situations and curicus 
complications. During the coming 
winter the Polish singing societies will 
give a number of such performances. 

In Hamburg the ironically comic 
opera, “Pious Helen,” by Adelbert von 
Goldschmidt, had its premiere recently, 
and met with a flasco the like of which 
Pollini has not witnessed in the twenty 
odd years of his directorship. It is 
declared, however, that the ‘work is a 
true musical’ setting of Wilhelm 
Busch’s funny story and picturcs. The 
Hamburgers, however, did not see the 
joke, which is said to be above the un- 
derstanding of the masses. 

Paris heard lately at the Opera Com- 
ique a four-act opera called ‘Le 
Spahi,” and written my Lucein Lam- 
bert, a young composer, to a libretto 
drawn from Pierre Loti’s story. The 
opera was the first to receive the prize 
awarded by the Paris Municipal Coun- 
cil, and, many such works, it 
failed when submitted for publie ap- 
proval. But M. Lambert is highly 
praised as one of the most promising 
of the younger composers of France. 

It has been announced by Herman 
Wolff, the Berlin manager, that ar- 
rangements had practically been com- 
pleted by which the Berlin Philhar- 
monic Orchestra would came to this 
country next - spring fer-a—concert tour. 
The present director of the orchestra 
is Arthur Nikisch. This will be the 
first time that an orchestra of this 
character has been brought from Ger- 
many in its entirety. The appear- 
ances of the orchestra in this country 
Wiil be limited to a small number. 


Marie Van Gelder, the gifted pupil of 
Mme. Anna Lankow, recently created 
a sensation in Amsterdam by her in- 
terpretation of “Mother Maria,” in 
Spinelli’s opera, ‘A Basso Porto.” The 
papers unanimously praise her, and 
after the trying and intensely dramatic 
second act Miss Van Gelder was re- 
called six times. She is now studying 
Brunnhilde in the ‘“‘Walkure.”’ Concert 
and opera performances in Rotterdam, 
Utrecht, Haarlem and Leyden occupy 
nearly all of her time. 

The first in the series of this sea- 
son’s concerts by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra at he Metropolitan Opera- 
house, New York, attracted an excep- 
tionally numerous audience, and was 
an overwhelming success. The sub- 
scription this year for these concerts Is 
twice as large as it was last year, and 
the single sales for the opening per- 
formance were mueh in excess of any 
that have hitherto prevailed. The 
press notices of the concert were strik- 
ingly unanimous in their enthusiastic 
appreciation of the orchestra, its con- 
ductor and its nerofrmances. 

Mme. Sigrid Arnoldsson, now en- 
gaged in St. Petersburg for the season, 
Was starring at the Royal Opera of 
her native town of Steckholm at the 
recent occasion of King Oscar's jubileée, 
appearing in some of her most’success- 
ful parts. The Stockholm critics 
thought it a pity to hear them in 
French in an institution where Jenny 
Lind, Christine Nilsson, Louise Mich- 
aeli were reared, and always conde- 
scended to sing in their native Swed- 
ish. Mme. Arno:dsson’s own father, Os- 
car Arnoldsson, was one of the most 
gifted tenors of his time, bet seldom 
heard ocutgide the court theaters of 
Stockholm, Carlsruhe or Buckhares?.

Paving and hitching are two issues 
on Main street that have become 
closely linked together. The merchants 
@re protesting vigorously against the 
hitching ordinance, but the property- 
@wners favor it and declare that if it 
is repealed or modified so as to ex- 
empt Main street from its operation, 
they will protest against repaving the 
street. 

The Finance Committee has recom- 
mended the correction of twenty-eight 
erroneous assessments. 

One of the several installments in the 
sensational Meloy divorce case was 
on before Judge Van Dyke, and, after 
a two-hours’ hearing, another and 
fourth continuance was ordered. Sev- 
eral letters were introduced tending to 
prove that the domestic relations be- 
tween the husband and wife have not 
been of the most congenial and affec- 
tionate order for many months.

A LITTLE JOKER. 


MAIN-STREET OWNERS WANT THE 
HITCHING OBDINANCE. | 


If Their Tenants Defent it the Land- 
lords Will Protest Against Re- 
paving the Street—Erroneous As- 
sessments Before the Finance 
Committce. 


The opposition of Main-street mer- 
chants to the hitching ordinance and 
their efforts to obtain a modification of 
the ordinance so that they may be ex- 
empted from its provisions promise to 
be attended with consequences’ that 
will not be satisfactery to the ob- 
jectors. 

The property-owners on. Main are 
for the most part heartily in favor of 
hitching ordinance and do not 
sympathize with the objections of the 
merchants of the street. The owners do 
not relish the idea of having the street 
made a stable for the teams excluded 
from Spring street and Broadway, and 
they are very desirous that Main street 
should be put on the same plane as 
other parts of the business center of 
the city. The more progressive of the 
ewners have been for months striving 
to secure the consent of a majority of 
the frontage to a petition asking that 
the street be resurfaced. A majority 
has finally been obtained, and the pe- 
tition is ready for presentation to the 
Council. 

Many of the property-owners now 
declare that they will withdraw their 
names from the petition if Main street 
is to be exempted from the operation 
of the hitching ordinance. They say 
they will not undergo the expense of 
repaving the street if it is to be made 
a siand for teams and vehicles excluded 
from other parts of the business dis- 
trict. They are convinced that. the 
time has come for the city to put off 
the appearance of a half-grown town 
and to place the same reasonable re- 
strictions upon the use of the streets 
that are enforced in other large cities. 
They are determined that Main street 
shall “keep up with the procession.” 

The position taken by the property- 
Owners makes it evident that the mer- 
chants on Main street must choose 
whether they will submit to the hitch- 
fing ordinance or continue to put up 
with the worn-out pavement, which 
has had so much to do with driving 
traffic from the street. 

The petition for resurfacing the street 
#s being held in abeyance until it is as- 
certained whether the merchants will 
withdraw their cpposition to the hitch- 
ing ordinance. 

Another protest against the ordinance 
was presented yesterday by merchants 
on Spring, south of Third street.

“LOADED” CAKES. 


Clever Scheme to Break Ont of Jail 
Nipped in the Bud. 

Sheriff Burr and his deputies are au- 
thority for the statement that last 
week bottles of muriatic acid, watch- 
spring saws and files, all of which were 
concealed in cakes, were sent to a 
prisoner in the County Jail, undoubt- 
edly to enable him to escape. The offi- 
cers say the “loaded” cakes were sent 
to the jail by a woman, but they pnosi- 
tively refuse to disclose the name of 


j the prisoner to whom the cakes were 


sent. 
All of last week, so the story goes, a 


at the jail door, bringing fruit and a 
large cake for this prisoner. The boy 
stated that the confections were given 
to him by a richly-dressed woman. who 
came to the store of Chronis Bros.’ on 
North Spring street, bringing the cake 
with her, and, after buying fruit, had 
a@ messenger calied and sent all the 
delicacies by him to the jail.

| A search of the jail was made at 
once, and deputies were sent to hunt 
up the messenger boy and Chronis 
Bros. in the hope of identifying and 
locating the woman. The officers re- 
fuse to say what success has attended 
their efforts in the matter of identifica- 
tion, but the messenger boy and the 
fruit dealers say they have given them 
an accurate description of the woman, 

The theory has been advanced that 
the loaded cakes were sent to George 
Bassett, the burglar, who was under a 
twenty years’ sentence and awaiting 
in jail transfer to San Quentin prison, 
but this story is not believed. A pack- 
age of red pepper was found on Bas- 
sett’s person just before he started on 
his journey to prison, and this fact 
Was used to base the story upon that 
the “loaded” cakes were sent to him. 
It is said, however, that Bassett is not 
known to have had any friends who 
j;were able to buy him delicacies. The 
red pepper is supposed either to have 
‘been stolen by him from the jail kitchen 
or supplied by some inmate. 

Had all the acid, saws and files 
found lodgment among the prisoners in 
thé jail a wholesale delivery would 
probably have been the result. Certain 
prisoners in the jail awaiting trial are 
being closely watched in the hope of 
getecting their fair confederate.

Rector Merlinjones Must Be Paid 
His Salary. 

If the orders of Judge Allent are 

carried out, thé troubles that have 
arisen in the affairs of the parish of 
St. Augustine-by-the-Sea will finally 
be settled. The church is one of 
Santa Monica’s leading religious or- 
ganizations. 
As in many other religious organiza- 
tions, the pastor has proved to be a 
bone of contention.

UNTIMELY ACTION. 

On Monday lest 2 numerously-signed 
petition was presented to the City 
Council, requesting that body to take 
at once “the necessary steps for call- 
ing a bond election to build an en- 
tirely new water system, for the city 
of Les Angeles, sufficient in size to 
furnish the inhabitants of the city of 
Les Angeles with an ample supply of 
water for fire and domestic purposes.”

The proposition of the petitioners 
above referred to is untimely, because 
the city of Los Angeles is not at the 
present time in a position tc proceed 
to the construction of an independent 
water-supply system. Under the terms 
of its contract with the water com- 
pany, the city is bound to submit to 
arbitration, in case of. disagreement, 
the question as to the price to be paid 
the company for its improvemen's; 
such arbitration to be had at the ex- 
piration, not before,tke expiration, of 
the existing lease. And the contract, 
moreover, binds the city to purchase 
the said improvements at the price 
fixed by arbitration, if arbitration be- 
comes necessary by reason of disagree- | 
ment between the principals. The 
contract was executed: July 20, 1863, 
and it was to run for thirty years. It 
will therefore expire July 20, 1898. 
The contract contains this specific pro- 
vision: 

“The said party of the first part 
(the city,) hereby covenant and agree 
with the said parties of the second 
part, their heirs, executors, adminis- 
trators or assigns,’*that at the expira- 
tion of the period of thirty years 
from the execution of this instru- 
ment they will pay to tne said parties 
of the second part, their heirs, exec- 
utors, administrators or assigns, the 
value of the improvements made in, 
about and upon the said water works, 
in pursuance of this contract; the 
fame to be ascertained by arbitration, 
in case the parties cannot agree upon 
the value thereof, the said party cf 
the first. part and the parties of the 
second part, their heirs, executors, 
administrators or assigns, to choose 
one man, and the two men thus chosen 
to select a third man, and the judge- 
ment of the three men thus selected 
shall be final in the premises.” 

It is plain from the terms of this 
contract that arbitration cannot be 
forced until the expiration of the con- 
tract, on July 20, 1898. If the com- 
pany were willing to submit the ques- 
tions at issue to arbitration before 
that time, a decision might perhaps 
be reached sooner, but there is no 
way by which the matter can be | 
forced. It is unfortunate for the city | 
that the price to be paid cannot be 
determined in advance of the expira- 
Aion of the contract, but such is the 
fact, and there is apparently no help 
for it. 

In the face of the specific and bind- 
ing contract, from which the above 
paragraph is a literal quotation, this 
municipality cannot at this time pro- 
ceed to the constructicn of a new 
water-works system: nor can it pro- 
ceed with that enterprise at all until 


the present contract with the water 
company is satisfied or otherwise 


legally disposed of. However objec- 
ticnable the delay, it appears to pe» 
necessary and unavoidable. The city 
cannot with impunity enact the role 
of a bull in a china shop. 

One of the points of difference he- 
tween the city and the water com- 
pany relates to the franchise and 
ownership of the so-called 
Springs. system. This matter is now

CAPT. LOVERING’S CASE. 

The finding of the court-martial 
which tried Capt. Lovering of the 
army for brutal treatment of Private 
Hammond at Fort Sheridan, is re- 
ported by the Chicago Tribune to be 
as follows: 

“The accused is guilty as p ee in 
the specification, and it is decreed that 
he be reprimanded by the reviewing 
The court is thus lenient 
in view of the good character of the 
accused, as shown in the evidence.” 

It will strike the average observer 
that this finding of the court-martial 
is inadequate to the offense of Capt. 
Lovering, if he was guilty of the brutal 
treatment of a subordinate ascribed to 
him—and the court-martial found him 
to be guilty. A simple reprimand 
looks like a grotesquely mild punish- 
ment for his offense. A specific act 
of inhumanity was charged against 
him, and the charge was proved, by 
competent evidence, to the satisfaction 
of the court. A mere reprimand is no 
punishment at all. 

The true soldier, whether he be pri- 
vate or commissicned officer, obeys or- 
ders promptly and loyally. Military 
discipline is necessary to the main- 
tenance and efficiency of the army. It 
is due from subordinate to superior, 
and the soldier honors himself in obey- 
ing the conimands of his superiors in 
authority. This, it is true, Private 
Hammond did not do. But the obliga- 
tion is by no means all on one side. 
The superior, while enforcing disci- 
pline, is at the same time bound in 
honor and law to treat his subordinate 
with justice, humanity and due consid- 
eration. There are methods provided 
for enforcing orders without resorting 
to practices which are passionate, vin- 
dictive or brutal. The treatment to 
which Private Hammond was subjected 
was manfestly without sufficient war- 
rant. Needless indignity and extraor- 
dinary viclence were inflicted upon him, 
His insubordination might have been 
punished as effectively by legitimate 
means. 


A more serious phase of f this case lies 
in the fact that while Capt:,Lovering 
has escaped with the mild, punishment 
of a “reprimand. by* thar ewing 
authority,” the result WHPnot-fend to 
encourage self-respeettng young Amer- 
icans to enlist for seryite In the army;

RURAL POSTAL DELIVERY. 


First Agsistant Postmaster-General | 
Heath, in-his annual report, just _com- 


pleted, for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1897, devotes a considerable amount 
of space to the subject of free postal 
delivery’ in the “rural districts. In 
accordance with the act of Congress, 
the system has been put to the test 
of practical experiment in twenty- 
nine States of the Union, and the ex- 
perience has been such that the depart- 
ment regards the experiments a pro- 
nounced success. The work of the 
rural service has been performed un- 
der widely varying conditions of 
climate and transportation. The test 
has been thorough, and the_ results 
such as to warrant a further extension 
of the service, by gradual methods, the 
expectation being that ultimately the 
rural districts not too remote from 
the centers of population throughout 
the entire country will be provided 
With the benefits of free postal de- 
livery. 

Certainly, if the successful application 


of the system to differing classes and 


conditions of rural life is any criterion 
as to its merits, it must be regarded 
as no longer in the experimental 
Stage. The backwoods of Maine, the 
“garden districts’ of California, the 
mountainous regions of Arkansas, the 
thickly-populated agricultural sections 
of some of the older States, such as 
Massachusetts, New York, and Penn- 
Sylvania, and the sparsely-settled sec- 
tions of some of the new Western 
States, have been experimented upon 
with varying degrees of success, but on 
the whole with most encouraging re- 
sults. The gradual extension of the 


System is recommended by First As- 


sistant Postmaster-Gereral Heath, and 
it is probable that Congress, in view 
of the good results thus far achieved, 
will authorize the carrying out of this 
recommendation, which will very likely 
be repeated with emphasis by the Post- 
master-General in his annual report. 
Free postal delivery for the rural 
districts will go far toward relieving 
the isolation which is one of the ob- 
jectionable features of country life. It 
will tend to place rural regions in 
closer touch with the world ‘and the 
world’s progress. It will aid in the 
dissemination of news and of general 
intelligence, and thus will tend dis- 
tinctly to advance the standard of civ- 
ilization. For these and other reasons 
it is sincerely to be hhcped that the 


continued experiments of the Postcffice 


Department in the direction of fres 
postal delivery in the rural sections 
will be crowned with ever-increasing 
success. 


LOS ANGELES TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

In 1876, Archduke Ludwig Salvador 
made a trip around the world in an 
Austrian man-of-war. In the course 
of the trip he spent several days in 
Los Angeles, and embodies his im- 
pressions in an interesting volume, 
entitled, ““‘Los Angeles, in Southern 
Califcrnia,” which was published in 
Trieste in 1878. A copy of the book, 
which has since become scarce, has 
been presented by Adolph Petsch of 
this city, to the Public Library. To 
anyone who is conversant with the 
German language, the book furnishes 
interesting reading, giving a graphic 
description of the city and surround- 
ings as they were before the wonder- 
ful changes of the past ddzen vears 
had commenced. The author had a 
good insight of the possibilities of 
this section and makes many prophe- 
cies in regard to the future of South- 
ern California which have since come 
true. 

The orange industry was then en- 
joying its first boom in Southern Cal- 
ifornia, and the author appears to 
have been much impressed by the 
stories which he heard of large profits 
made in raising the golden fruit. He 
estimated the number of crang® trees 


,in Los Angeles county at 45,550, and 


quotes sales that had been made of 
oranges, on the trees, at prices which 
had netted from $1000 to $1500 per 
acre. 

Placer mining was then being prose- 
cuted on the San Gabriel River. It is 
stated in this work that between 1860 
and 1878 Messrs. Ducommun and 
Jones of Los Angeles bad purchased 
over $8,000,000 worth of goid dust 
from the San Gabricl placers. 

There were four banks in Los An- 
geles at that time, the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’, the Commercial, the Los 
Angeles County and the Tempte and 
Workman bank. In regard to the tar- 
ter, the authors says that it cujoyed 
the ccnfidence of the people in a high 
degree. Unfortunately, this coufidence 
was to be severely shaken within a 
year. | 

Even at this early day, the Salt Lake 


road was already talked cf. A‘tention: 


is celled in the book to the fact that 
the distance from Ogden to [..9s An- 
geles is 250 miles shorter than to San 
Francisco, and that the Inderendence 
line, from Los Angeles to Santa Mon- 
ica, would probably soon be extended 
in that direction. We are suill wait- 
ing for some such extension to take 
place. 

The author speaks very 
this section as a ficld for German 
immigrants, and declares that there 
is no greater paradise for a settler 
than Los Angeles county, which he 
says is able to suppcrt a million peo- 
ple.

Twenty 
years ago Downey was quite a pro- 


ducer of tobacco, the output for the 


year 1877. being quoted at 40,000 
pounds, As much as 3000 pounds had 
been harvested from an acre, the aver- 
age yield per acre being 2000 pounds. 

Of Santa Monica, the author did not 
form a very flattering opinion, which 
is not surprising, considering that the 
place had only béen started about a 
year, and then consisted only of a few 
plain frame houses on the bluff. He 
formed a more favorable opinion of 
Santa Monica Cafion, which was at 
that time a favorite ‘camping place 
for Los Angeles people. 

The work is illustrated by some 
excellent wood cuts, from drawings 
by the author. This impcrial, visitor 
was a keen observer, and many of his 
forecasts have been fully verified. 
The little book has doubtless !ed to 
the settlement of many Austrians in 
Southern California. 


It begins to look as if the experi- 
ment of annexation was to be tried, 
and it is a dubious and doubtful pro- 
ceeding.

Some 
scheme looking to placing the islands 
under the protection of the United 
States and not actual annexation 
seems to us by far the more desirable 
method of handling the Hawaiian 
question, and if the subject does not 
arise to plague us as a nation in fu- 
ture years, in case annexation be ac- 
complished, then we may attribute it 
to that species of luck which looks 
out for the safety of children, drunken 
men and fools. © 


Some trouble was recently caused in 
a girls’ high school in San Francisco 
by the refusal of a ‘number of pupils 
to purchase certain books, which they 
were instructed to obtain,-on the 
ground that they had already been to 
great expense in purchasing books, in 
some cases having spent as much as 
$12 each, and that the books named 
were superfluous. Theoretically, the 
State of California furnishes school 
books to children at cost, but still 
parents find the purchase of new 
school books a serious item of expense 
at the end of each term. There seems 
to be much unnecessary changing in 
the books required, which stimulates 
trade in the book-selling line, but is 
hard on the parents of school children. 


The San Francisco Call. is now ac- 
cusing the Examiner of having fur- 
nished bogus fur clothing to the crew 
of the United States vessel Bear whi¢h 
is going North to rescue whalers in 
the Arctic regions, and says that the 
members of the crew express much 
disappointment at the character of the 
gift received from the “Monarch of 
the Dailies.” On the other hand, the 
Examiner publishes a dispatch from 
the captain of the Bear, in which that 
gentleman expresses admiration and 
astonishment at the lavishness of the 


contribution made by the San Fran- 


cisco journal to the relief enterprise. 
All of which tends to increase the dis- 
gust of the average reader, if not the 
gaiety cf the newspaper nations. 


The anti-liquor crusade has made 


great headway during the past few. 


years in England. An _ exchange 
states that when Queen victoria 
ascended the throne there were not 
moro than a hundred abstainers 
among the ministers of the various 
religious denominations in the United 
Kingdom, no bishops; and only about 
a dozen members of the medical pro- 
fession, Today there are, accordiug 
to returns just issued, two arch- 
bishops, fourteen bishops of the Eng- 
lish dioceses, many thousand clergy- 
men of every denomination, and 1800 
physicians who are total abstainers. 
Moreover, one man in every taree in 
the army is a teetotaler. 


Those newspapers which have been 
making merry over the condition cf 
political affairs in Ohio are doubt- 
less sorry they speke, as it is shown 
that the Republicans have a clear ma- 
jority of fifteen in the Legislature on 
joint ballot, insuring the return of 
Marcus A. Hanna to the United 
States Senate, and the consequent 
discomfiture cf his enemies.

EMIGRANT AFFAIRS DRAGGING. 


NO PROGRESS IN NEGOTIATIONS 
FOR A SETTLEMENT. 


Delay Due to the Hope That Uncle 
Sam Will Pay Japan’s Claim for 
Indemnity—Dole’s Change 
of Mind. <

HONOLULU, Nov. 20, via San Fran- 
Cisco, Novy. 27.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] 
Noa, a fuli-blood Hawaiian, will be 
hanged December 13 for the murder of 
an old Chinese storekeeper on Molokai 
last July. He will be the first native 
upon whom the death penalty has been 
inflicted since King Kalakaua’s father 
was hanged over thirty years ago. 
Noa was the terror of the mountain 
country where he lived, as he maimed 
the cattle and horses of his enemies, 
traps for those with 
whom he quarreled. He behaves with 
‘the stoicism of an Indian in the face 
of death. 

THE EMIGRANT AFFAIR. 
_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HONOLULU, Nov. 20? via San Fran- 
cisco, Nov. 27.—Advices received to- 
day from Japan state that no progress 
has beeh made in the negotiations 
about the emigrant-affair, owing to the 
fact that Hawaii sticks invariably to 
the policy of procrastination in the 
hope, itis claimed, of transferring the 
responsibility of paying the compen- 
sation to the United States, by the ef- 
fecting of the proposed annexation. 

At this juncture another difficulty 
has sprang up. A certain emigration 
company in Honolulu has unlawfully 
appropriated the deposit money of the 
emigrants, and Minister Shimamura 
attempted to bring the matter before 
@ tribunal. The company, greatly as- 
tonished at the attitude of the Min- 
ister threatened to disclose all the 
weak points of Japan in the negotia- 
tions at issue, should the Minister in- 
sist upon carrying out his plan ta the 
bitter end. Under these circumstances 
the new trouble is at present in a 
state of suspense. 

While matters stand in this way in 
Hawai, the relations of Japan with 
the United States have become more 
friendly, and the latter is inclined to 
advise the Hawaiian government to 
pay the indemnity at once to Japan, if 
it really desires the annexation of Ha- 
wall to the United States. Before long 
instructions will be dispatched to that 
effect to Minister Sewell at this place. 
In fact, the Hawaiian government may 
be induced to accept the proposal of 
= United States and pay the damages, 

as a heavy expense will be incurred in 
leaving the dispute to arbitration. 
Should this turn out to be a fact, the 


Hawaiian affair will be settled earlier 


than expected. 
ANTI-ANNEXATIONISTS. 

Senator Pettigrew of South Dakota, 
and ex-Senator Dubois of Idaho will 
leave for San Francisco today. Both 
men are practically against annexa- 
tion. 1t is a change of front on the 
part of Dubois. When he was a mem- 
ber of the Senate, L. <A. Thurston, 
who was then the Hawaiian Minister 
at Washington, remarked and re- 
peated frequently that Senator Dubois 
was one of the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of the annexation proposal. 

In a fecent speech before a meeting 
of Hawaiians at Hilo, Hawaii, Petti- 
grew said: ‘‘We.came to your islands 
for the purpose of ascertaining what 
the people who live in this country 
thought about the question of the an- 

exation of the islands, and also-to see 
what we could learn about the desir- 
ability of annexing these islands; if we 
found the. people wanted them annexed 
on the part of the United States. I 
have tried to talk with everyone who 
would talk with us on both sides of the 
question, and ascertain the views of 
your people. Much misrepresentation 
has been made in the United States 
with regard to how the native Ha- 
walians looked upon this question. I 
had supposed that many of your people 
were in favor of annexation, because 
it has been so represented, but I have 
talked to many and I have failed to 
find a native Hawailan who is, not op- 
posed to annexation to the United 
States. and in favor of your own gov- 
ernment. 

“T shall tell what I have seen and 
what I have heard in the Senate when

DOLE’S CHANGE OF MIND. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 27.—Japan- 
ese advices state that the Japanese 
government has forwarded to the Ha- 
walian government a claim for dam- 
ages in the emigrant affair. The amount 
claimed ts about 400,000 yen ($200,000,) 
which includes the loss incurred by the 
emigrants, and the expense of dispatch- 
ing a man-of-war to Honolulu. 

The Yomiuri states that President 
Dole of Hawail, seems to have changed 
his mind and wishes to withdraw his 
proposal to submit the emigrant affair 
to arbitration, and pay $100,000 as com- 
pensation for damages. The reason for 
this change of front is said to be that 
he is now anxious to effect annexation 
of the islands to the United States, 
and is of the opinion that to attain this 
end, all obstacles must be removed. It 
is also stated thot the United States 
Minister in Hawail has already made 
an official report:to that effect to his 
home government. 


NO ADVICE GIVEN. 
[ASSOCIATED VRESS NIGMT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The offi- 
cilals here’ know nothing of any inten- 
tion on the part of our government to 
advise Hawaii to pay immediately to 
Japan, without waiting on arbitration, 
the sum of money claimed by Japan 
on account of the turning back from 
Honelulu of Japanese laborers last 
spring. On the contrary, the Depart- 
ment of State, it is said, has carefully 
reffained. from interfering by sugges- 
tion or otherwise hetween Japan and 
Hawaii in the settiement of the mat- 
ter at issue, and there is no reason now 
to expect a change of course.

[Two Republics:] If the American 
manufacturer can once be persuaded 
to adapt his products to the wants of 
Mexican consumers, rather than labor 
to make the Mexicans adapt themselyes 
to his products, the figures: represent- 
ing the amount of imports from the 
United States and Europe may be 
somewhat changed. The lowest estli- 
mates place the amount of imports 
into Mexico and the other’ Latin- 
American countries at not less than 
$600,000,000 annually. All but $90,000,000 
of this enormous sum is carried across 
the Atlantic Ocean from Europe. The 
United States, enterprising as it is, 
suffers European manufacturers to 
successfully compete with a trade al- 
most at her door. The fault is largely 
that ‘of the American manufacturer.

About the only concession 
that has been made by the American 
manufacturer to this trade and the 
West Indian consumer is the publica- 
tion in Spanish of the directions on the 
various packages that come here. The 
reciprocity relations exist principally in 
name. The best customer Mexico has 
is the United States. They take from 
us coffee, tobacco, cranges, hides, va- 
nilla, tropical fruits, dye woods, rubber, 


mahogany, chicle, gold, silver and 
lead. Hennequin. goes mostly to 
Europe. There is not an article fur- 


nished by European export manufac- 
turers that the manufacturers of the 
United States cannot furnish. The 
harvest is ripe for them. All that is 
necessary for them to do is to go into 
it with the right kind of reapers.

S. A. BARBOUR RECOVERS FIFTEEN 
THOUSAND DOLLARS DAMAGES. 


End of a Long-drawn Suit Over a 
Real Estaic Deal—Whaling Sta- 
tion May Be Established—Prob- 
ably an Illegal Marriage—The 
Mrrion Wtil Come. 


SAN DIEGO, Nov. 27.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The !ong-drawn-out dam- 
age case of S. A. Barbour vs. Warren 
J. Flick, that has been occupying the 
time of Department Two of the Su- 
perior Court, has at last come to an 
end, so far as the Superior Court of 
this county is concerned, and judg- 
ment for plaintiff Barbour was given 
in the sum of $15,000. 

The case has been an interesting one 


to Los Angeles parties on account of 


residents of that city being mixed up 
in the real estate deal that led to the 
filing of the suit. 

The suit originated over the trade 
of the Edge Hill ranch, containing 348 
acres, in this county, for a four-story 
business block at Thirty-ninth and 
State streets in the city of Chicago. 
The trade was made in August, 1896, 
through Col. E. J. Ensign of Los An- 
geles, and without Mr. Barbour seeing 
the ranch for which he was about to 
trade. He relied upon the representa- 
tions of Mr. Flick and Col. Ensign, 
and the deal: was closed. Shortly after 
Mr. Barbour came to California to visit 
his recently-acquired possessions, and 
‘then it was that he found the value of 
the ranch had been greatly misrepre- 
sonted to him. He was told that the 
buildings on the ranch cost $20,009, 
when in fact they cost less than $5000, 
and at the present time are, according 
to the evidence in th ecase, not worth 
more than $2500. It was ‘claimed by 
Flick that the ranch was worth $48,000, 
‘but Judgé Hughes placed its value at 
$14,000, and then he rendered judgment 
for what he believed to be the differ- 
ence in the value of the two prop- 


erties, which he considered to be $15.-

VETERANS ODJECT TO CONTROL OF 
THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Congressman Visits the 
Home and Makes Many Prdmises 
to Vote for the Welfare of the 
Old Soldlers—Licut, Armstrong 
Resignr, 


SOLDIERS' HOME, Nov. 29.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence. } Congressman C. 
A. Barlow visited the Soldiers’ Home 
on Wednesday and spent the entire day 
in looking over the various work shops 
and plants. The object of his visit was 
to familiarize himself with the needs 
of the home, “in order.” he said, “that 
I may be prepared to vote intelligently 
and ctherwise to assist in any measures 
of benefit to the Pacific branch that 
may be brought before Congress during 
the coming session.” 

Officers of the home gave Mr. Barlow 
every attention during his stay, afford- 
ing him abundant opportunity to note 
the requirements of the home. This 
was his first visit to the home, and 
the Congressman expressed surprise at 


the vastness of the institution, which, | 


he said, surpassed anything he had 
conceived regarding it. In the after- 
neon he gave audience, at headquar- 
ters, to a number of individuals. Some 
wished to have their tardy pension 
claims “looked up.’’ Others having fam- 
ilies desired him to use his influence in 
having the act relating to ‘“out-door 
relief,” which ollows $8 per month to 
members desiring to live outside the 
home, made mandatory, instead cf op- 
tional with the board of managers. 
Many others urged Mr. Barlow to vete 
against any bill looking to the turning 
of national homes over to the control 
of the War Department. The latter, it 
may be added, is the prevailing senti- 
ment of this home. 

Mr. Barlow mado a brief addreegs to 
members at the noon hour in the din- 
ing hall; assuring them of his interest 
in their welfare, and promising his in- 
fluence to promote such measures for 
their comfcrt as may be suggested by 
their officers. 

Thanksgiving day was observed with 
religious exercises in the morning. Mass 
was celebraetd 8 a.m. by Father 
Hawe; at 10 a.m. Chaplain Merlinjones 
delivered a thanksgiving sermon 

The resignation of Lieut. James Arm- 
strong, acting assistant quartermaster, 
went into effect én Friday, the 26th 
inst: Lieut.

Yorba, deceased, giving and granting 
to said D. W. Lewis all rights to re- 
ceive such porticns as would otherwise 
be set apart to the said Maria Yorba 
de Burruel in the distribution of the 
aforesaid estate, in case 225 of the Pro- 
bate Court of Los Angeles county, now 
pending in that court. The considera- 
tion is named as $1 and other valuabic 
considerations. The case referred to 
dates back to 1863, that being the year 
in which Teedocio Yorba died. The 
court records show that it was left

Daily Routine of Life Followed by 
the Young Princes of Germany.

There is hardly an American boy of 
the middle or upper class who would 
not grumble at the simplicity and reg- 
ularity of the daily life led by the sons 
of the German Emperor in their »eau- 
tiful palace at Potsdam. 

The Crown Prince and his next eldest 
brother, Prince Eitel Fritz, have es- 
caped from the home duties, only to 
submit to the more rigorcus régime of 
the military academy at Ploen. For the 
Princes Adelbert, August Wilhelm and 
Oscar, left at home, every hour of the 
day has its duties, its reguiations,

SPEEDING THE TROTTERS. 

There was the greatest difference in 
the young creatures who successively 
took their turns. Some caught on 
straightway. Others thought the whip 
meant more speed. and would break 
into a run. When checked, would stop 
and look over the rail, asking plainly, 
“What do you want me to do? I'm try- 
ing to picaso you.’ \ 

Meanwhile trainers and Riley were 
commenting on their action and intel- 
ligence with enthusiasm. 

“There, there; she’s getting nervous. 
Let her stop!” when some high-strung 
young thing failed to get the idea. 

The peculiarity of the training here 
when the colt is promoted to the larger 
tracks is to speed it for an eighth or a 
quarter of a mile, then to stop abso- 
lutely, without tapering off. Thus the 
colt knows what is desired when put 
on the track, and, this done, that the 
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fast, which is very simple, according to 
the European custom. Warm milk col- 
ored by coffee, bread and butter, and 
every second day two sofi-boiled eggs, 
make up the princes morning meal. 

Half an hour later they set out for 
school, the two elder boys on their 
Wheels, little Prince Oscaf in a pony 
carriage, with his governess or tutor. 
School is held in the pretty little hunt- 
ing castle of Lindsedt, not far from the 
palace. 

Lessons begin promptly at 8 and 
continue, with one short rést. until 9:40. 


Then comes a rest of nearly an hour, 


during which lunch, consisting of sand- 


wiches and fruit, with a glass of claret. 


and water, is served. The lessons are 
taken up again, until nearly 1 o'clock. 
According to the physician's order the 
princes take a rest of ten minutes after 
fifty minutes’ work, and take some 
slight exercise after two hours sitting. 

The calvacade returns to the palace 
in time to dress for dinner, which is 
served at 1:30. The meal is very sim- 
ple, consisting usually of a good nour- 
ishing soup, a fish or vegetable course, 
a roast, with salad cr compote, and a 
dessert of fresh fruit. Claret and water 
is served with the dinner, except on 


birthdays, when the princes have a bot- 


tle of champagne in honor of the occa- 
sion. 

Rest and play fill the time until 3 
o’clock, when another lesson is given: 
this time in the palace. 
the carriage calls for the young pupils, 
and takes them to the bothing estab- 
lishment, half an hour’s drive distant. 
This is the pleasantest part cf the day 
for the Princes, who appear to have 
inherited their imperial father’s fond- 
ness for water sports, and their visits 
to the lake are continued as long as 
the season permits. 

An hour and a half is rapidly nassed 
with swimming, rowing cr sailing, the 
Princes mount their horses, and start 
off for an hour’s ride through the beau- 
tiful game parks surrounding Potsdam. 
If the weather is inclement they ride 
directly to the palace. Supper, soup, 
cold meat, bread and buttcr and fruit 
with claret and water is served at 7. 
Rest ard play is the order until bed- 
time, 8:30. 

This routine is carried out as long 
as the imperial family remain at Pots- 
dam, which is the greater part of the 
year. 

During the two winter months in 
which the ccurt resides in Perlin, the 
Princes go daily to Bellevue Palace in 
the Tiergarten, where their daily life 
goes on undisturbed by the round of 
festivitics at the castle. 

In summer their vacation is spent 
either at the seashore or in the moun- 
tains, with their mother, who never al- 
lows the duties of her position to inter- 
fere for a moment with her constant 
and loving care of her children. Both 
Emperor and Empress superintend ev- 
ery detail cf the daily life of their 
children, and in Potsdam the hours 
of recreation often find the entire fam- 
ily united in the playrcom. The two 
youngest children, Prince Jcachim and 
Princess Victoria, are too little to join 
in the lessons, but often take part in 
the play. 

Sons of princely or noble fzmilies re- 
siding in Potsdam are often invited to 
join the imperial Princes in their play, 
particularly in the out-of-door snorts. 
Littles Princess Victoria Louise, the 
baby, and the only girl among so manr 
boys, reigns supreme, and receives as 
much petting from her adorin® brothers 
as any little girl of 4 can safely stand.

ties which constitute what we call carried off by the air, accounted for 


heat, and where combustion takes place | 


rapidly, this is by far the most obvious 
and notable effect of the burning, the 
materials involved being commonly 
raised at once to a red or evento a 
white heat. But this very conspicu- 
ous concomitant of ordinary burning is 
really only a relatively non-essential 
detail, for if the burning take place 
more slowly, it may be just as effectual 
in the end without producing a temper- 
ature so extreme. The amount of heat 
produced is in each case precisely the 
same, but in slow combustion it has 
time to radiate into space without rais- 
ing the substance at any one time to 
the temperature of the glow point. It 
is such relatively slow combustion as 
this that takes place in the animal 
body, making all its activities possible, 
but never raising it, under conditions 
of health, to a degree of temperature 
that would be dangerous to the integ- 
rity of its tissues. 

The materials for these all-necessary 
fires of the animal body are supplied 
on the one hand by the foods taken. 
into the stomach, and on the other by 
the oxygen taken in through the lungs. 
These combustible supplies are carried 
by the blood to the grates of the sys- 
tem, the true furnace, namely, the 
cells of the ultimate tissues (as the 
muscles,) where the actual burning 
takes place more or less rapidly ac- 
cording to the needs of the system. In 
times of repose, the fires are, so to 
speak, banked, and smoulder only suf- 
ficiently to keep up the normal body 
temperature and-effect necessary re- 
pairs, but during great bodily exertion 
the reserve supplies are called into use, 
the lungs and heart supply oxygen in 
increased quantity, and each active 
cell becomes a miniature blast furnace. 

It is net so very long that this 
strange mechanical nature of the living 
body has been understood. Until the 
studies of Mayer, and Joule, and Helm- 
holtz set the matter right, it was gener- 
ally believed that some principle of 
“vital force’ operated in the living 
bedy, and that ordinary mechanical 
principles could not be applied here. 
The doctrine of conservatism of en- 
ergy, however, which teaches that en- 
ergy can no more be created or de- 
stroyed than matter can be, was be- 
lieved by Mayer and Helmholtz to ap- 
ply to the animal body as fully as to 
the rest of material things, and this 
eontention has now come to be gener- 
ally adopted. But the question had 
never been put to a definite experimen- 
tal test till very recently. indeed. 
HOW SUBJECTS WERE TESTED. 

In effect, these novel- experiments 
consist of the testing of the human 
body as a heat machine, much as an 
engineer tests the capacity of an en- 
gine. Given a certain supply of fuel, 
an ensine of a certain make will utilize 
a calculable percentage of the potential 
energy that is stored in the fuel. Some 
of this energy will be dissipated into 


‘space, in the form of a radiant heat, 


and lost, so far as the user of the ma- 
chine is concerned; but the sum of this 
lost energy plus the energy that is used 
as a fixed and definite quantity. A 
pound of coal, for example, is capable 
of giving out, when consumed, a defi- 
nite number of heat units, no more, 
no less, and the same is true of every 
other combustible substance. As num- 
berless tests have established the heat 
values of al! familiar combustibles, it 
is comparatively easy for the physicist 
to compute the stored potential energy 
of any substance of which the chem- 
ical composition is known. 

Such being the case, Profs. Atbury 
and Rosa thought it would be highly 
interesting to ascertain by actual ex- 
periment the status of the human body 
as a heat engine. They therefore de- 
vised a cabinet of unique construction, 
made as nearly impervious as possible 
to heat, supplied with air through one 
registering meter ventilated 
through another; in short, equipped 
with all possible devices for 


measurcments.. Within this cabinet 


refined 


the balance of the heat which the anl- 

mal fires had set free. 

REMARKABLE EFFECT OF RAIS- 
ING THE ARM. 

To answer the question, most in- 
geniously-placed thermometers were 
called into use—thermometers of such 
delicacy that they registered the most 
infinitesimal changes in the tempera- 
ture of the cabinet and its surround- 
ings. For example, the assistant with- 
out the cabinet, on guard to register 
results, noted one night a sudden rise 
in his' thermometer, which had been for 
some time stationary, the subjeci with- 
in the cabjnet being aslecp. Unable to 
account for the sudden rise. the as- 
sistant went to the window of the 
cabinet and peered in, when it ap- 
peared that the subject had awakened 
and reached out his hand for his watch 
to note the time. The amount of 
physical exertion necessary to raise 
his arm had set free enough additional] 
heat to raise the temperature of the 
entire apparatus and affect the ther- 
mometer in the way noticed. 

Since such infinitesimal changes of 
temperature were recorded by the delf- 
cate apparatus, it goes without saying 
that during the day, when the subject 
was constantly occupied in one way or 
another, the thermometers showed © 
constant fluctuations of temperature, 


_and required to be constantly observed 


to make sure of accurate and correct 
results being recorded. The details of 
these results have not as yet been pub- 
lished, nor would they interest the gen- 
eral reader if they had, but the gen- 
eral result. as recorded by Prof. Rosa, 
is to confirm the conviction that the 
human body, considered as a heat ma- 
chine, is governed by precisely the 
same laws that govern any other ma- 
chine that consumes fuel. All the heat 
potentially contained in the fuel which 
was taken into the body in the form of 
food, water and air was accounted for 
by the measured quantities of uncon. 
sumed combustibles given off by the 
bedy, plus the work done, plus the 
heat actually thrown cut by the body. 
In other words. the law of the conser- 
vation of energy was shown by these 
experiments to apply to the human 
bedy as accurately as it does to any 
non-living machine. 

It was a curious and interesting fact 
that purely mental efforts, disassoei- 
ated from any physical motion, ¢@id not 
increase the heat given off by a meas- 
urable amount. So it seems that the 
most active mental effort does not re- 
quire so much expenditure of mechant- 
cal energy as raising the arm.

The Los Anceies Merchants Do pot

Modern improvements

F WAR again comes it will be 

waged under entirely new condi- 

tions, and with modern improve- 

ments which would amaze and awe 
even the great Napoleon, could he be- 
hold them. 

Most people are aware that magazine 
breech-loading rifles and steel breech- 
loading cannons have been substituted 
for the old muzzle-loading musket and 
cast-iron muzzle-loading cannon: that 
there are now such things as gatlings, 
and Nordenfeldts, and Hotchkiss and 
Driggs-Schroeder machine guns; that 
bicycles are coming to the front as a 
necessary part of a soldier’s equipment, 
and that tactics have been changed so 
that troops now fight in the manner of 
Indians rather than in the “serried 
columns" of the days of Frederick the 
Great. But how many know of -the 
Other “new things’ in warfare, of 
which little is said? Some of these 
novelties will be here described. | 

An entirely new feature is likely to 
be the extensive use of kites for photo- 
graphing an enemy's country, forces 
and works, for signalling, and for drop- 
ping upon an enemy high explosives, 
Balloons were first used for obtaining 
information in our civil war, and for- 
eign arnijes now. have well-equipped 
balloon battalions. But the use of bal- 
loons greatly endangers the lives of 


aeronauts, as they are a fine mark in | 


the air; and they are fragile and ex- 
pensive. Kites, on the other hand, cost 
but a trifle, and do the work qnite as 
well without risking the life of a single 
man, 
SPIES IN THE CLOUDS...’ 

- The most important use made of 
them will be as carriers of, cameras, 
which will, from a great height, photo- 
graph the country. In these days of 
long-range cannon and rifles, it is of 
the first importance to learn where the 
enemy is when he is miles away. It is 
now possible to send up with a tandem 
of Eddy kites a circular camera at- 
tached to the main line, with an appa- 
ratus for snapping all the  gshutters 
simultaneously, and to photograph the 
Whole country in every directivyn” for 
twenty miles or more. The photo- 
graphs so taken can be enlarged, and 
every detail of the country brought 
out, thus superseding the use of spies, 
maps, and scouts, and absolutely pre- 
venting such surprises as the disaster 
of the sunken road at Waterloo, or the 
repulse at the stone wall at Fredericks- 
burg.

Either the Hargrave box kites or Eddy 


kites could be used to lift fifty pounds 
of dynamite into the air with a slow 
match attached. When the kites were 
over the enemy (the direction of the 
wind and time required to bring the

would set on fire a cord tying up the 
box in which the dynamite was. con- 


tained, and as the cord burned through 
the box would open and drop its load. 
No human power could afford protec- 
tion against the explosive dropped 
from above. 

The Davis kite, with which experi- 
ments have been successfully made in 
the Seventh Regiment, will be of great 
use in signalling, as it can be directed 
to the right or left and given all the 
motions of a wig-wag flag when high 
in the air. Signalmen have always 
been exposed to extreme danger. Now 
they can remain under shelter, and sig- 
nal much better than before. At night 
lamps can be used on the kite, and, of 
course, by day the kite in the sky can 
be seen much further than a flag near 
the ground. 

INSTEAD OF EARTH WORKS. 

Since rifles with great power have 
come into use, shelter for the attack- 
ing party_is an absolute requirement, 
and trees, houses or packed earth will 
not do. The balls go through the wood 
and through three feet of packed 
earth, and even through thin plates of 
steel. Only the so-called bullet-proof 
cloth seems to be available for_hasty 
protection, and this will probably be 
used, hung from light frames of steel, 
in screens for skirmishers. 

It is not suitable for clothing, for 
while it stops a ball when worn on the 
person, the ball inflicts a terrific shock 
upon the wearer. It has been found, 
however, that when it is hung ‘up and 
allowed to swing freely, like a curtain, 
it will step even a Krag-Jorgensen ball, 
which first indents it and then drop® to 
the ground. Consequently it can be 
used in portable screens, which a man 
can carry and set up in front of him; 
also in front of field guns, instead of 
earthworks. It would require a Gay or 
two to build earthworks for a battery, 
but a bullet-proof screen could be set 
up in five minutes.

and guns has also been invented and 
successfully tested. 

The signal corps in the next war 
will have its service of communication 
simplified by the use of the telephone, 
which will enable commanders to com- 
without the inter- 
subor- 
dinates, and do away with “Cyphers” 
to a great extent. Over and over again 
during the civil war, “don’t understand 
your dispatch’ was wired back to 


headquarters, and precious time pine 


lost and movements delayed. The use 
of the telephone, which was so con- 
spicuous a feature of the Brooklyn 
trolley war that all experts remarked 
its usefulness, will revolutionize meth- 
ods of communication in warfare. 
The United States Signal Corps now 


has a telephone outfit which weighs’ 


only sixteen pounds, easily carried by 
one man, and messages have been 
sent 500 miles with this equipment and 
additional wire. Consequently it will 
be easy for’ a commander to send a 
signalman with a telephone outfit to 
each. of his division and corps com- 
manders, and in camp or in battle keep 
6n constant touch with every part of 
his force. 

REAL DOGS OF WAR IN PROSPECT 


Dogs are extensively used as sentries, [ 


ammunition-earriers and ambulance 
“men” in Germany, and ay be 
used here. No worn-cut, hungry sol- 
dier can possibly be as alert at night 
when on sentry duty as a watchdog, 
which can easily be trained to distin- 
guish an enemy from a friend, even 
when disguised. 

By thus relieving men from picket 
duty, one-third of an army is given 
rest it would not otherwise get. 

Large dogs can carry along a line of 
battle hundreds of cartridges, and how 
well dogs may be trained to bring suc- 


cor to the wounded may be learned 
from the exploits of the famous dogs 
of §t. Bernard hospice in the Alps. 
The German war dogs are trained to 
seek out wounded men on the field at 
night, and in thickets and marshes. 
They carry in panniers water and sim- 


ple remedies and bandages, and stand \ 


by the wounded man and bark until aid 
comes. Had such a system of service 
been adopted in our civil war, thou- 
sands of men reported “missing,’’ who 
died without aid in the nocks and cor- 
ners; would have been found and saved. 


In no department has a greater ad- | 


vance been made than in the ambu- 
lance service. In the next war, the 
art of treating will almost succeed in 
overcomiing the progress of the art of 
destruction. Blood-poisoning from gun- 
shot wounds, the _principal cause of 
death in former wars, will be con- 
quered with antiseptic treatment; and 
antiseptic surgery will render amputa- 
tions successful; while cataphoresis ren- 
ders them painless in most cases. Prob- 
ably each private will carry Esmarch 
triangular bandages, saturated with 
antiseptics, and every squad leader 
w'll camry a.tournigquet and simple rem- 
edies. Every organization will have 


an ambulance and stretchers mounted

Electricity will play its part in the 
next war. Edison has suggested that

Electricity, steam and petroleum are 
the three leading articles that form 
the bases of operations for the major- 
itv of automobiles in use in Faris. 
Electricity makes less noise, but 
petroleum takes the lead in point of 
efficiency, although the odor that falis 
back in the wake of the petrvlcum ‘ve- 
hicle is something that turns peo- 
rle’s noses, 

The petroleum triycle, made in sev- 
eral different forms, and propelfed by 
the petroleum-electric motor, is the 
most popular machine of the period. 
The motor is an invention owned and 
controlled by the Comte de Dion, and 
it is fitted to the tricycles made for the 
purpose by a half dozen different cycle- 
making houses. The capacity of one of 
these Dion-Bouton tricycles is usually 
about seventy-five or eighty kilometers 
(forty-five to fifty miles)\on one filling 
of the petroleum receptacle. The 
Count is now preparing to place on the 
market another motor that will have a 
capacity for about one hundred and 
sixty kilometers. In Paris, the city 
whose boulevards are mest crowded of 
any in the world, no speed limit is im- 
posed upon cither cycles or autemobDiles, 
or, if any regulations are provided for 
in the city ordinances, none is enforced. 
You hear a violent sneczing and rat- 
tling in the rear, you icok hack to 
ascertain the source, dodging a score 
of cabs and carriages as you do so. and 
discover that the disturbance is caused 


by .an automobile of some sort. The 
next instant the automobile is a con- 
siderable distance ahead, darting in 
and out, missing cabs and shaving 
carts by millimeters, and scaring pedes- 
trians to. spots of refuge. The police 
look at them and say nothing. | 

Riders of these “infernal machines’ 
become expert, because of the very 
license they enjoy in threading their 
way at lightning speed along the prin- 
cipal streets.. In the Bols and in all 
the public parks they reign 
charioteers on the King’s highway. 
Now and then they run down a cyclist 
and now and then they jump curves 
and come to smash; but it is invari- 
ably the machine and not the driver 
that gets smashed, for the'latter ap- 
pears to retain his terrestrial leasehold 
unGer a remarkable charm of some 
sort—a charm for which cycle riders of 
both sexes have no reverence. 

Nearly every day there appears on 
the boulevard a certain woman of fash- 
ionuble appearance in a motor car- 
riage, being whisked and _ turned 
through the mazes of the traffic, whose 
coachman is the “man at the wheel.” 
Her vehicle males more noise than a 
dozen other cenrriages and it has the np- 
pearance of being rather in the oily and 
dusty condition peculiar to the Amer- 
ican thrashing machine engine,while as 
fur conspicuousness she is ‘the only 
one on the street.” But she can make 
more calls and attend to more bargain 
sales in one day than the average 
woman could do in three days.

Home-made Jeweled Portieren. 


For those who have ugly views from 
their back windows, or corridors lead- 
ing to back stairs or kitchens, etc., it 
is quite a serious matter how best to 
hide them. Draperies are expensive 
when the material is good, and cheap 
material gets easily tossed, and are, at 
the best, veritable dust traps. 

Bead blinds, which may be made 
with little trouble at home, are clean 
and tidy, besides being very pretty, 
and have the further advantage, if over 
a window, of admitting the light 
while preventing people from seeing 
into the room. 

Measure the width of the window or 
doorway you wish to partially hide, and 
get a carpenter to make a narrow lath 
to fit, with small grooves all the way 
along at cqual distances, and rather 
near together. The only thing you will 
then require will be a ball or two of 
macreme twine (ordinary string is n&t 
recommended as it is stiff and un- 
suitable,) and plenty of large glass 
beads in pretty colors: to mix too many 
colers is a mistake. Thread the string 
with a bead, and knot to prevent the 
bead from slipping; do this at inter- 
vals all the way down the string until 
it is the length required. It is advis- 


able to tie each length securely on to 


each groove in the wocden lath as you 
go along, as they are apt to get en- 
tancled if left loose. Try to have the 
strings as close together as possible; 
the effect is quite spoiled if they are 
straggly or far apart. By the exercise 
of a little patience and ingenuity, a 
protty pattern of flowers, birds, etce., 
may be introduced. Leads suitable for 
the purpose may be purchased at a 
very low price.

WALNUT MARKET. 
Growers Need Information About 
Imports. 


A correspondent at Orange sends to 
The Times the following copy of a}| 
letter addressed to the Secretary of 
Agriculture: 

“CAPISTRANO (Cal.,) Nov. 27, 

“To the Honorable Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C.—Dear 
Sir: I am a raiser of walnuts. This 
neighborhood forms part of Orange 
county. AS perhaps you may be 
aware, there’ are only four counties in 
California where walnuts are grown 
to a considerable extent, to-wit: Or- 
ange, Los Angeles, Santa Barbara and 
Ventura. . 

“At the beginning of the season the 
different associations vf wainut 
ers overrat the probable effect on 
prices of the 1 cent adcitional import , 
duty on walnuts from abroad, imposed | 
by the Dingley Bill, and established a} 
standard of 9 cents on softshell wal-. 
nuts. This was a mistake, as for 9 
cents walnuts from European countries 
can be laid down at New York City, 
after payment of the 3 cents per pound 
import duty. The result was” that 
eastern buyers did order wainuts from 
European points, and since then the 
market here has been demoralized. To 
ship walnuts from here to Atlgntic 
points in carload lots costs $1.30 -per 
hundred pounds. To this should be 
added the commission of an addi- 
tional middleman, above what is re- 
auired in case of imporiation from 
abroad. Total, say one cent ana half 
per pound for freight and commission; 
which should be deducted from the 9 
cents at New York City, the cost there 
of foreign walnuts. This leaves i(% 
cents as a standard here. 

“Growers now are wiliing enough to 
take 7% cents, but such uncertainty 
prevails as to whether the market has 
not already been glutted by foreign 
imports, that no more walnuts are 
needed at any price. Hence 5. cents 
is all that can now be had here for 
the best sofi-shell; and often no buyer 
can be found even at that or any 
lower figure. 

“Now, correctly to estimate the sup- 
ply one should know not only the 
amount of the walnu! crop this year 
in the United States, but also the 
amount ordered from abroad, whether 
already arrived in the United States 
or not. . Perhaps some large castern 
buyers have information on the sub- 
ject, but the géneral public is in ig- 
norance, and so long as that ignoranc2 
continues the walnut market will be 
panicky. | 

“You probably have information; and 


should that information be defective, | 


by wire or cable from the 
States consuls at poris whence walnu's 
are shipped to our Atlantic seaboard. 

“Could you kindly furnish me with 
such information? The « publication 
thereof will benefit not only my humble 
self, but every one engaged in the in- 
dustry of growing wainuts throughout 
the United States.

“TJ am informed on respectable au-|/ 


thority that, according to a statement 
made by the immediate predecessor of 
the present United States Secretary of 
Agriculture, there were last year im- 
ported from Europe about eleven mil- 
lions of pounds of walnuts and filberts 
together. As the duty on walnuts was 
the same as that on filberts, the two 
were lumped together, so that the 
statistics do not shew the relative pro- 
portion; but i! is believed that .more 
pounds of walnuts were imported than 
filberts. Suppose the rroportion was 
six million pounds of walnuts to five 
of filberts. This would make 3000 tons 
of walnuts imported last year. : 
“TT faney that nearly all the wal- 
nuts grown in the United States come 
from four counties in California. It 
is claimed that this year . these 
counties have produced 332 carloads, 
or 3320 tons; and, also, that this year’s 
yield is above lagt year’s. Conse- 
quently last year about haif the wal- 
nuts marketed were imported. Unless 
this year the proportion of imported 
walnuts be even larger than last year, 
there seems to he no adequate cause 
for a lower price than last year’s.

‘It is claimed that of the 332 carloads 
produced this year in California, 132 
are not yet .marketed. ._To know 
whether growers shall sacrifice at 5 
cents or less, or hold for say 7 cents 
on the portion still unsold, is the pres- 
ent urgent need. The difference would 
fully justify the use of wire and cable 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. 

‘It is also claimed that some nuts 
held over from last year are being of- 
fered. For example, 100 carloads, 
which, had been kept in cold storage, 
are said to have been sold recently at 
New York City. Im now far cold 
storage prevents deterioration, your 
correspondent knows not.

HOW DAVID KILLED GOLIATH. 


The Great Sling RBatties of Asta 
Minor in Ancient Times, 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 


CAESAREA (Asia Minor,) Oct., 29, 
1897.—One of the first curiosities I 
bought in my journey through Asia 
Minor was a sling such as are used to- 
day in many parts of Turkey, and re- 
semble, no doubt, the slings used in 
Bible times. To an American who 
knows the sling only as'a shoe-string 
affair of small importance, even in the 
hands of boys, it is quite a revelation 
to learn the possibilities of the Asiatic 
sling as an instrument of destruction 
in the hands of men. 

While I was in Caesarea, which is‘a 
typical “interior” city, I took some lés- 
sons in sling manipulation from a Turk 
named Arif, one of the most skillful 
throwers in the place. I did not gain 
any great proficiency myself, for the 
art of poising and twirling and deliver- 
ing the stone is almost as easy to ac- 
quire as a good management of the 
boomerang; but I came to have a much 
heightened respect for David and his

The Asiatic sling is about two yards 
long and as thick as a man’s finger. 
It is a rope of: worsted, worked in va- 
rious colors, with» strands of twisted 
cord inside to give it strength. David 
might have hung Goliath to a_ tree 
with his sling and it would have borne 
the weight. At one end of the string 
is a loop of strong leather, which the 
thrower slips over his middle finger. At 
the other end is a whip lash which 
cracks like a pistol shot when ‘the sling 
is discharged.- In the middle ts a cup 
of soft leather, backed by worsted, ) 
large enough to hold.a hen’s egg. 
When you imagine such a stone crash- 
ing into Goliath’s temple at the rate of 
sixty miles an hour or. thereabouts, 
you have no great difficulty in under- 
standing what happened to Goliath.

United States Ambassador to England, 
Col. John Hay, are a whole romantic 
tale in themselves. In the reign of 
‘Kenneth III. of Scotland, about 980 A. 
D., the King’s troops met at Loncarty, 


in Perthshire, a great army of Danes, 


‘> The-battle was long and somewhat in 
invaders, until 


an old farmer of the district, followed 
by his two sons, all three armed only 
with ox yokes. So bravely, however, did 
the newcomers fight that the Danes 
were driven back and eventually 
routed. After the victory the King sent 
for the old farmer and asked him his 
name. The old man, being very deaf, 
answered, after the fashion of deaf 
folk all the world over: “Hay? Hay?” 

His name was so written down by 
the King’s heralds, who gave him ‘for 
a coat-of-arms three red shields on a 
silver ground,’ himself and 
his sons, who had been the three 
shields’ of Scotland: The King also 
granted them all the land his pet ger- 
falcon could fiy around, and the bird, 


. being loosed, circled the entire earldom 


of Errol. 

For this reason a gerfalcon was 
granted by way of crest, and subse- 
quently two farmer boys bearing ox 
yokes were adde@ as supporters. To 
this day the land flown around by the 
gerfaicon remains in-the possession of 
the head of Col. Hay’s. family—the 
Earl of Errol. 4

The device was 
adopted because of an irfcident in the 
life of Thomas Fitz-Gerald, fifth Earl 
of Kildare, 

When a baby in his castle at Tralee, 
the little Barl was snatched’ ‘from his 
cradle by a tame monkey and carried 
to the topmost battlements, Contrary 
to expectation, the beast did not drop 
his’ charge, but, after holding him up 
as though to overlook his property, 
xently bore him back to his cradle once 
more, The Earl was ever after called 
“Thomas an Appagh,” or ‘‘Thomas of 
the Monkey,” by the Irish, ahd the 
King granted him this device in mem- 
ory of the event. 

The Armstrong family’s crest is also 
remarkable, consisting of a man’s arm 
in armor, the hand clutching and lift- 
ing an armed leg. 

The story goes that a member of the 
Fairbairn family being in battle saw 
the King of Scotland fall from _ his 
horse into a morass. Shifting his 
sword to the left hand, he hastened to 
the monarch’s aid, and, being a man 
of prodigious strength, succeeded in 
lifting the fallen sovereign out of 
harm’s way, by the leg, using only the 
right hand to do se, or this he 
received the name of “Armstrong, 
and the foregoing crest. 

The famous “red hand of O’Neill’’ is 
borne for device by that warlike Irish 
clan, in memory of a feat performed by 
their ancestor, 

It was agreed between this dauntless 
warrior and several others that, which- 
ever of them, sailing from Scotland, 
should first’ touch Irish soil, was to 
possess the territory which he 
touched. Seeing . himself almost out- 
stripped in the race, and the Ulster 
coast a few boat-lengths away,. the 
ancestor of the. O’Neills, coolly chopped’ 
off his left hand and hurled it ashore, 
thus first touching [Irish soil. His 
descendants became kings of Ulster, 
and later earls of Tyrone, 

Oliver Cromwell's crest—that of a 
lion holding. a diamond ring in_ his 
paw—was pronounced by heralds to be 
prophetic, the lion typifying the pro- 
tector himself and the ring the sov- 
ereignty of England. But this crest 
had. an ald honorable hisiory.. 
Cromwell (who was, contrary to com- 
mon belief, of excellent descent) had 
an Ancestor named Richard Williams, 
a Welsh gentleman. At the Field of 
the Cloth of Gold, before Henry VIII. 
he vanquished six gallant knights in 
a tourney, which so pleased the King 
that he threw him his diamond ring, 
crying: “Thou wert my Dick; now 
thou shalt be my diamond!” ; 

Thomas Cromwell, Henry’s minister. 
was Williams’s uncle, and he adopted 
the young man, giving him his own 
name in place of the original Welsh 
patronymic. Richard Cromwell, late 
Williams. took the lion and ring for a 


crest. eventually transmitting it to his 


descendant, the great Oliver. 

The list of quaint stories attached to 
crests and coats-cf-arms might be 
lengthened indefinitely, but enough has 
heen said to show the wealth of ro- 
mance lying open to the curious student 
of heraldic devices.

SEA DUST. 


Oceann Fogs That are Full of Fine 
Particles of a Yellowish Powder. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES, ] 

People laughed at hte man who said 
that the fish he had hooked “kicked up 
such a dust in the water.” Perhaps 
they will laugh at the heading of this 
article, but there will be “sea dust,” 
nevertheless. 

We have heard of waterspouts, of 
showers of fish, of salt rain an@:»many 
other curiosities which present them- 
selves in the atmosphere, but to assert 
that there is such a thing as sea dust 
is to transcend all reasonable bounds. 
The evidence, however, in favor of its 
existence is exceedingly powerful—in- 
in fact—and this is the 
story told by eye-witnesses. 

They say that in certain parts of the 
world, notably about the Cape de 
Verde Islands, there are constantly met 
at sea, several hundreds of miles away 
from land, thick, yellowish-red fogs, 
not unlike London fogs in, November. 
These fogs obscure the atmosphere and. 
are very injurious to navigation, but 
they have not the baleful odor of their 
London ‘prototypes, nor do they affect 
the breathing in the same way. 

While. sailing through them, it 


is 
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found. that the ship, sails and rigging 
are covered with a fine, impalpable 
powder, which falls as dry rain and 
covers the surface on which it falls 
sometimes to the depth of two inches. 
In color it is of a bright, brick-dust 
hue, sometimes of a light vellow, and 
it feels between the teeth like fine grit, 
such as might be blown into the mouth 
on a windy day in March. ; 
No place is free from its presence, its 
fineness giving it power to penetrate 
everywhere. The sea, while the dust is 
falling, looks as though it had been 
peppered, and is discolored for some 
distance down. Sometimes the dust 
comes in a shower and passes off again. 
The fogs are nothing but vast quanti- 
ties of the dust suspended in the air. 


It is not only in the vicinity of the 
Cape de Verde that this wonderfu! 
dust is seen. In the Mediterranean, on 
the northern parts of Africa, in the 
middle of the Atlantic, it has been re- 
ported. It is invariably the same in 
kind and appearance, and. examination 
under microscopes has proved the iden- 
tity of, say, Cape de Verde sea dust 
with Mediterranean sea dust. All this 
is very remarkable; dust falling in 
clouds, no land within some hundreds 
of miles, nothing visible which could | 
possibly account for the curious phe- 
nomenon. 

Sand spouts there are in sandy des- 
erts, and showers of sand taken origi- 
nally from spots. whereon the carrier 
wind has left its mark; but here there 
is no desert from which the sand can 
be drawn, and the wind, so far from be- 
ing boisterous or disposed to play 
whirlwind pranks, is light and steady, 
biowing ships along at a calm five 
knots an hour. 

It is believed by scientific men that 


the dust clouds of Central America are, 


in all probability, closely connected 
with the phenomenon of sea dust. 


A NEST AS BIG AS A CITY LOT. 


The Wonderful Mounds Built by the 
Mallee Hens of Australia, 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] . 


The mallee hen of Australia lays: ita 
eggs in a huge nest. The nest is really 
an artificial mourd of gigantic propor: 
tions for the size of its maker and the 
‘purpose it ig to serve. This artificial] 
mound is a/cojperation incubator. It 
is built by many pairs of birds, male 
and female, working alike to construct 
it, These same pairs or flocks of birds 
annually repair and enlarge the queer 
looking cone, which rises up like a 
turrent dome from the level prairie. 

Sometimes these tunnels attain a 
height of fully fifteen feet in the per: 
pendicular, with a radius of equal 
measurement. Many of these nestq- 
have measured as much as fifty yards, 
or 150 feet around their base. That 
Would give the largest one measured a 
diameter of about fifty feet. These 
mound nests are entered through a sort 
of funnel cavity at the top of the cone. 

e hens of ali the building and re- 
pairing pairs lay in this immense nest. 
The eggs are deposited about six fect 
below the surface, While ‘each hen lays 
her egg in the family mound, no hen 
drops her egg closer than twenty 
inches of that of her neighbor. Tha 
egg is deposited in a cavity made for it 
Wherein it is placed in a vertical posi- 
tion, carefully covered, and the surface 
as carefully smoothed over by the hen 
before she quits the nest. Contrary to 
the usual practice of the bird and fow 
species, these mallee hens lay at night > 
instead of in the day. Several dayg 
elapse also between the dropping of 
two eggs by the same hen. 

The eggs of the mallee hen are out of 
all proportion to her size. They ere ag. 
large as those of a goose, and of large 
hens are very much larger. 

The eggs thus laid and covered tn thig 
great sand oven in the hot districts arq 
never again disturbed by the hens. Tha 
eggs are hatched by the heat the sun 


bakes into the soil where they lay. It, 


has never been known how the young. 
chicks are excavated from their eg 


grave, for the eggs are deposited roe 
thq

‘THE QUEEN’S “SPECTACLES.” 


Victorin’s Literary Tastes Described 
by Professional Readers. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

Now that the Queen of England, like 
her grandfather, George III, suffers 
from failing eyesight, two persons in 
her househcld have come to posssss 
more and more importance. These are 


‘the “‘lectrices,” or readers, employed by 


the nation to save what remains of 
Her Majesty’s vision. 

The late Lord Beaconsfield once hu- 
morously described the two lectrices as 
“the Queen’s pair of f&;:ectacles.”” For 
many years Fraulein Bauer and Mlle. 
Norel2 have held these positions, the 
Queen only needing their services for 
German and French, as her English 
is read to her by her iaidies in waiting 
or maids of honor. . 

MLLE. NORELE’S EXPERIENCE. 

Through the couriesy of the Queen’s 
private secretary, a chat was quite re- 
cently obtained with both these ladies. 
regarding the tastes of their mistress 
in literature. Mlle. Norele, a sprightly 
and charming French woman,’ was 
easily enough induced to speak. ‘“‘Her 
Majesty,”’ she declared, “‘reads very lit- 
tle of the lighter side of our litera- 
ture, unless, indeed, one excepts the 
various periodicals which sent 
marked for perusal- from the secre- 
tarv’s office. She is especially fond of 
the older authors’ works, Xaxier de 
Maisire’s, Victor Hugo’s and portions 
of Balzac’s. for instance. I think that 
the story she Jikes best in all French 
literature is De Maistre’s touching 
‘Lepreux de la. Cite d’Aoste.’ I have 
read it to her times without number, 
the beautiful pathos of the tale ap- 
nearing to soothe her in a remarkable 
manner. 

“Of all the moderns, I really believe 
that Her Majesty holds M. Alphonse 
Daudet alone edmirable. She thinks 
his satire too mordant, though: and 
prefers the delicious ‘Letters fron My 
Mill in Provence’ and ‘Trente Ans de 
Paris’ to the better-known books. You 
will be, perhaps, astonished to learn 
that the Queen likes Henri Murger: 
and many a time have we laughed to- 
gether over the gra2c-iess scamps of 
the ‘Vie de Boheme.’ Last year we 
read Fenelon’s “Telemaque’ frem cover 
to cover. Her Majesty declared that 
the work brought back two or her 
life’s happiest periods—her own child- 
hood’s days in Kensington palace, and 
the days in which she taught her 
children’ their French.

IN GERMAN LITERATURE. 

Fraulein Bauer was less communi- 
cative than her colleague. She comes 
family which has served the 
Queen’s German ancestors in many 
capacities for generations back. 

“The Queen,” she said, “reads con- 
siderably in modern German literature. 
She is even fond of the humorous 
journals, and subscribes to all the 
principal magazines. Her German sec- 
retary, Herr Maurice Muther, care- 
fully watches for all newspaper arti- 
cles which may interest her, and sends 
them marked for reading. I think that 
Schiller is Her Majesty’s favorite Ger- 
man poet, but she is also very fond of 
Goethe. Heine she dislikes intensely. 
I have heard her quote the prince con- 
sort to the effect that ‘Heine’s genius 
had. the phosphorescent light of de- 
cay.’ 

“She likes historical novels, particu- 
larly Laube’s ‘Der Deutsche Krieg,’ 
and Scheffel’s ‘Ekkehard.’ This taste 
for historical fiction, I believe, follows 
the Queen into other languages. fhe 
greatly admires Sir Walter Scott. Felix 
Dahn and Freytag are two more fa- 
vorites. 

“Reading Her Majesty’s voluminous 
German correspondence forms a very 
large portion of my duty.”’ 

A WIDE RANGE FOR READING. 

Hon. Emily McNeill, who, in her ca- 
pacity of maid of honor to the Queen, 
has read extensively to Her Majesty in 


English, was kind enough to adda 


few words to those of the lectrices. 
“The Queen’s tastes in English litera- 
ture,”’ she said, “are catholic. She 
reads almost every new book whic8 is 
described to her as possessing reat 
merit. For years the Queen took Lord 
Beaconsfield’s opinion largely on the 
subject, but since the great Premier's 
death her advisers are many. 

The Queen is never tired of reading 
Shakespeare, Scott and Dickens. Re- 
cently she. has shown a sympathetic 
feeling for Milton, and has: been perus- 
ing the blind poet’s works. Lord 
Tennyson is, however, her favorite. 
There is an utterly erroneous opinion 
abroad that she dislikes Mr. Swin- 
burne. On the contrary, she has a re- 
markable liking for ‘Atalanta in Caly- 
don,’ and other of Swinburne’s poems. 
Of late she has been reading Mr. Kip- 


ling, and expresses admiration for his | 


vigor and keen insight into human 
nature. She told a friend that Kipling 
had shown her empire to her in the 
most realistic manner. 

“With her fondness for historical fic- 
tion, she evinces much interest in the 
new school of historical fiction. The 
Celtic renascence also attracts her, 
for she sympathizes with the Gael to 
a remarkable extent, and is prouder, I 
verily believe, of her kinship to the 
Stuarts than of her descent from the 
Guelphs.”

N earlier days people spoke of “the 
West" in tones of awe, while gory 
pictures of outlaws, desperadoes, 
Indians, tomahawks, “shooting> 
irons” and halters rose in vivid color 
before the mind. But now, alas, the day 
of the “West” is past! We have, our- 
selves, explored it, and Behold! neither 
bandit nor red man hold sway’ The 
gigantic myths of our imagination 
have evaporated, and we are left to 
a humiliating struggle with no more 
romantic foeman than “the butcher, 
the baker, the candle-stick maker.” 
It is a great misfortune to the rising 
Seneration that there are no longer 
vast tracts cf unknown territory to 
beckon them to heroic deeds amid 
strange surroundings, but the fact re- 
mains that our “great West,” taken in 
& sense of terra incognita, has dwin- 
dled to one, or at the most two, Terri- 
tories. Arizona still remains the land 
of fiction. One may give free rein to 
his imagination and yet he can relate 
no fable too incredible if he but choose 
Arizona for his scene of action. It is 
still the synonym for everything that 
is wild-and lawless, and its ‘Alkali 
Ikes” and “Tarantula Bills’ wander 
unmolested and admired through the 
pages of some of our most reliable 
papers. Its cowboys in particular 
never fail the-professional joke-maker 
when other subjects elude his clutch. 
So that by dint of much solemn repeti- 
tion and many quips and sarcasms we 
have come to the firm belief that our 
southern Territory is the very essence 
of westernism, and that its miners, 
and more particularly its cowboys, rep- 
resent the quintessence of its spirit. 
Of course, it would never do to whis- 
per a doubt as to the lawlessness of 
the Territory. What place of refresh- 
ment would the jaded imagination find 
in all our broad and civilized land if 
Arizona were proved as tame and 
peaceful as the rest? If business, 
.clubs and society held sway the coun- 
try over, what attraction would a trip 
across the continent offer to the east- 
ern tourist afflicted with overwork or 
ennui? As it is he feels himself in a 
new land when his train has climbed 
the. heights, and as he looks westward 
from the summit of the Rockies he 
lays aside his customary “hard sense,” 
and disposes himself to believe every- 
thing he sees and hears, and accord- 
ingly each wayside station takes on 
an aspect of romance and mystery 
most foreign to any other part of the 
United States. The blanketed abo- 
rigines, with their grimy faces anda 
unkempt hair, become a picturesque 
addition to the landscape with whom 
the knotty “Indian question” has no 
the black-browed miners 
scrambling down the hillside from their 
tinoky. hoists suggest no w some 
labor problem, and the stalwart cen- 
taurs with sombreros on one ear and 
unetring lariat in hand have, for the 
ime, no relation to the questions of, 
law and order. Be it so! Even the 
American mind must have a play- 
ground somewhere, and Arizona may 
as well serve that purpose as any other 
spot. It does no practical harm to the 
Territory; ,and it is certainly a great 
public convenience! 
But the fact remains that underneath 
the mantle of fictitious romance which 
has fallen upon it from successive Ter- 
ritories as.they stepped into the Union, 
the vast and wonderful desert which 
we call Arizona is a country very real 
and practical, with prospects of tre- 
mendous Its denizens, 
too, are decidedly human, and, incred- 
ible as it may seem, are more peace- 
able and law-abiding than the aver- 
age citizens of many of our full- 
fledged States. There is no city in the 
United States where a good woman 
would be safer alone at midnight than 
upon the street of an Arizona mining 
camp, and there is probably no corner 
of the earth where the primitive and 
sturdy virtues of honesty, generosity 
and courage are more highly honored. 
When we remember that the miners 
work all day, or all night, as the case 
may be, in the dense, warm air that 
is inevitable underground, wielding 
tools which tax their muscle to the ut- 
most, with no change and no rest 
from week’s end to week’s end, for 
there is but one company in the Ter- 
ritory that gives its employés a Sab- 
bath; that they “bunk” anywhere and 
everywhere unless they are lucky 
enough to have a two-roomed cabin of 
their own for themselves, the wife and 
inevitable five children; that they have 
no place to rendezvous but the saloon, 
and ho amusement but the worst that 
traveling troupes can offer; when we 
remember all this we wonder, not that 
lawless excesses sometimes occur, but 
that such outbreaks are not the gen- 
eral rule. 
It is out on the plains, however, that 
one meets with the most surprises. 
When your picturesque cowboy stables

He can}. “rope,” takes off his sombrero and his

METHOD IN THE MADNESS OF MURPHY WHEN HE COM- 


It All Arose Through the Hatred of the Dagos for the Jerries—The

THE LIVING CHRIST. An Exposi- 
tion of the Immortality of, man in 
Soul and Body.

{[Denver, Colo.: The Temple Publish- 
ing Company.] 

O THE thoughtful reader‘ there 
‘is much that is beautiful and in- 
spiring about this work. The au- 

‘ thor must be a’ man sincerely in 
earnest, although he advances many 
statements and theories that are alto- 
gether new and that will not meet 
with universal acceptance, even among 
those spiritually inclined. The tone of 
the work is such that one is not in- 
clined to question the honesty of the 
author in what he sets forth, but the 
conclusion will be that he is a man of 
an intensely emotional nature, and that 
in the ecstacy of his spiritual fervor he 
really believes that he sees much that 
wa dees not see. The reason is taken 
captive by imagination, and there is a 
condition of spiritual exaltation, in 
which he sees strange visions and be- 
lieves that there is to him the unfold- 
ment of wonderful truths. 

Some of the propositions which he 
sets forth are unquestionably an ad- 
Vance in truth and point out the way 
to a more satisfying Christian experi- 
ence and life, but there are others 
‘Which the age will not accept, and 
Which conflict with scriptural ‘teach- 
ings at every point. 

The work is written with a view to 
proving that the perpetuation of life 
in ever-increasing strength, fullness 
and beauty of manifestation is entirely 
within the powers of man when awak- 
ened to fuller consciousness of his true 
nature.

HE International 


T wie its rare samples of fine and 
applied art, itself a triumph of art, 
and its text full of interest. Its initia} 
contribution is from the pen of James 
Stanley Little, and treats of “Frank 
Brangnyn and His Art,” with numer- 
ous illustrations thereof. “Swedish Art 
at the Stockholm Exhibition” is an 
interestinfi paper by Count Birges- 
Morner, and a valuable paper on “The 
Artof Woed Carving,” is by G. Framp- 
ton, A.R.A. There is not a dull page 
in the issue, and every true lover of 
art will be interested in its contents. 

The cpening article in the December 
Atlantic is by Paul Leicester Ford, 
author of “The Hon. Peter Stirling” 
and “The Story of an Untold Love,” 
and who now occupies a prominenlt po- 
sition among American story-writers. 
He discusses the American historical 
novel, having been himself for years 
a painstaking student of our history 
as well as a story-writer, and is espe- 
cially well equipped for treating this 
subject. He makes an_ interesting 
statement of the portions of American 
history that our novelists have suc- 
cessfully illustrated, and intimates to 
what extent our history lends itself to 
such treatment.

RS. LYDIA HOYT FANNER, 
one of the foremost among well- 
known eastern writers, has just 
completed a modern romance, entitled 
Nero of: the Nineteenth Century,” 
which has been secured by the Boston 
Ideas, to run as a serial story through 
its columns. It is a story, it is faid 
by competent critics, of great dramatic 
power, dealing with'many phases of 
modern social life, which will give it 
rank among the strongest works of re- 
cent fiction.

But to one who has drunk of the 
watérs of the Garrick Club and the 
Travellers and the Savage and the 
Vagabonds, the fountain of Depewism, 
for a fixed literary liquid, is as Cali- 
fornia claret to Chateau Lafitte. There 
is too much iron in it, too harsh a 
flavor. Yet see its magical influence on 
New York’s literary digestion. Lawyers 
drink of it and straightway become 
critics: an ex-Tammany spouter sips 
at it and passes Dickens and Thack- 
eray in final review; a dry gcods man 
gulps it down and is transformed ad- 
mittedly into an oracle on aesthetics. 
It is Circe’s cup mixed vver again, a 
new varietion of the oldest confidence 
trick in the world. And whenever we 
have an English writer among US, a 
dozen New Yorkers will always fall 
victims to it.” |

It will be 
remembered that the Atlantic printed 
Mr. Parker’s successful ‘“‘Seats of the 
Mighty.”

man? Is it on the ground of moral 
character? ‘ 

The Pharisee and the publican in 
the parable stand for moral distinc- 
tions; the one represents @ man of 
good moral character, the other a bad 
man. In view of God’s preference for 
the worse man, it might seem impos- 
sible to retain the idea that. the appar- 
ent moral discrepancy between these 
men was real. There is a: strong in- 
clination to take refuge in the belief 
that somehow there was a secret, invis- 
ible morality abouf tfie publican which 
might overbalance the wickedness of 
his unjust extortions and uncleanness; 
or at least a sudden sanctification at 
“at instant of prayer which gives suf- 
ficient ground for God’s preference. 

Now let us put away these prepos- 
sessions and see what impressions the 
scene was meant to produce by the 
context. 

The parable was spoken “unto cer- 
tain which trusted. in themselves be- 
cause they were righteous, and despised 
others.” No slur is meant to be cast 
upon the genuineness of the Pharisee’s 
superior morality. This class were a 
very respectable people. They were 
the strictest sect of the Jews. They 
were not unjust, extortioners, as the 
publicans were well known to be, who 
engi the taxes for the Roman em- 

re, 
whieh was known in those days by the 
epithet “sinners” to which class the 
publican, by his own testimony,” did 
belong. When we: put ourselves into 
the eontext of the parable I think there 


(= WHAT grounds does God judge 


ean be no doubt that the impression 


given and intended was that the Phari- 
see, as far as moral character went, 
was the better man of the two. Nev- 
ertheless God’s 
nounced t@ be with the publican. 
And this is not the only instance in 
the New Testament in which God 
through Christ, showed his preference 
for the sinner and outcast. Jesus was 
known in his day as “the friend of 
sinners.” In the parables of the Prodi- 
gal Son, the Lost Sheep and the Lost 
Coin we find distinct expressions of this 
preference. The shepherd did not go 
after the lost sheep because it was a 


- better sheep than the ninety-nine in 


the fold; rather does the imagination 


picture it as a weak little straggler. | 


Nor did the father run to meet and 
welcome the prodigal home with a kiss 
because he was a better son than the 
elder who did not run away and spend 
his substance in riotous living. These 
parables make it plain that the ground 
of God’s preference. in each case was 
not in the moral character of the men. 


There is an indication of somcthing 


deeper. 

The parable is not meant to teach 
simply a moral difference between these 
two men—much less that the plain and 


accepted difference was an unreal one.’ 


This difference fs taken for granted, 
and the aim of the teaching is to turn 
our thoughts away from the men to the 
nature of God and his work through 
Christ Jesus, who declared, “I came 
not to call.the righteous but sinners 
to repentance.” 

The publican went down to his house 
justified rather than the Pharisee. In 
what did his justification consist? 

The moment we say the publican pos- 
sessed something the Pharisee did not, 
and concentrate our investigation for 
the ground of preference in the moral 
nature of the publican, we lose the 
meaning and force of the parable, and 
are obliged to introduce into the inter- 
pretation of it that false conception of 
sudden sanctification which has 
played such havoc with the morality 
of Protestant Christianity. 

Even if we maintain that the publi- 
can had faith which the Pharisee had 
not, and support our position with the 
common doctrine that the publican was 
justified by faith, there is danger of 
missing the meaning of the parable. 
The publican’s faith would not justify 
him, as he was unjust, extortioner, etc., 
any more than the. prodigal’s faith 
could justify him in his sinful hfe 
away from home. 

No, it was the spirit manifested. by 
the return of the prodigal, and by the 
prayer of the publican, which gives us 
the clew to the faith that justifies. The 
only faith that could justify the publi- 
can’s confession or the prodigal’s re- 
turn is the faith of a Father God in 


-Hischildren. It is only that unbounded 


faith of God in His children that jus- 
tifles the existence of the sinner in 
this world. If God were anything but 
the faithful Father of mankind that He 
is, one sweep of His. power might 
wreak full vengeance upon the sinners 
in their destruction. . 

In the lesson of the parable God’s 
fatherhood is at stake. 
for sinners shown here and elsewhere 
is the natural expression of His fath- 
erly nature. Through the influence of 
the contemporary life of Christ, the 
publican had perceived, no doubt, some- 
thing of this fatherhood... At any rate, 
by his humble confession it is evident 
that he placed his claim to God's favor 
on the ground of the opportunity of 
sonship alone, and he went- away sat- 
isfied. 

But the Pharisee was blinded to the 
truth as it was so plainly exhibited in 
the acts of Jesus, and he attempted to 
argue himself into God's favor on the 
basis of his moral charactér, as com- 
pared with that of his companion. He 
was self-righteous, while the publican 
showed contrition and implored God’s 
mercy. The keynote is found in their 
respective attitudes. 

This feeling that moral character is 
the only thing that justifies a man be- 
fore God is very strong in human na- 
ture. This is the phariseeism of our 
modern thinking, wherein it is claimed 
that with the right and the good alone 
belong the privileges of life. We are 
too often inclined to say of the unfor- 
tunate, when we behold him in his un- 
congenial inferiority, ‘““He is not wor- 
thy,”’ at the same time tickling our own 
superiority by the congratulation that 
anticipates for the pocr and degraded 
more of our sympathy and interest 
when they are more worthy. Indeed, 
we even hear in the question, “Is all 
this: endeaver to lift the degraded 
worth while? If they were worthy 
would they not already have their due 
share of life’s blessings?” 

That a man’s right to the advan- 
tages and blessings of life shall be de- 
termined by his mé6ral character is 
the most subtle form of the doctrine 
of the “survival of the fittest.” Through 
the influence of the doctrine of evolu- 
tion we boast much of our present en- 
lightenment and.superiority over. past 
generations. The conclusion of the evolu- 
tionary philosopher is that we survive 
because of some superior fitness. But 
the purpose of the Ufe of Christ was 
not for the survival of;those of superior 
fitness: His life was spent in fitting the 
most unfit to survive. —

mind, or body, or character, but in its 
use of its opportunities. No man can 
gain satisfaction for himself before, 
God in the accumulation of his own 
merits. Whether it be in money, in 
knowledge, in fame or in moral char- 
acter, the inherent selfishness of the 
self-righteous condition -is the source 
of constant unrest and irritation. 

It was the opportunity of: the. pub- 
lican which he enjoyed in his childlike 
Prayer of humble access to God that 
Save him the joyful confidence and 
justification before God. It was the 
opportunity of the prodigal, made use 
of in his return home, that changed 
his life from one of misery and degra- 
dation to one of festive rejoicing in 
restoration to his father’s favor. 

The opportunity of meeting God in 
Simple trustful faith is the greatest 
opportunity of all our Hfe. A man’s 
religious lifa is simply a matter of op- 
portunities, to be taken advantage of 
as any sensible man takes advantage 
of ‘a thousand other opportunities in 
-the course of a prosperous life. There is 
no question of individual merit here. 
All men have opportunities for good 
which are God-given, and given where 
they are most needed. A man’s life will 
be determined before God according to 
the use he makes of his opportunities. 
This leaves room for great variety of 
character. for opportunities vary. Some 
men will be more religious than others, 
and as a natural consequence more 
moral, but ony individual merit in the 
ease can only be determined by the 
use made of the opportunities. 

How we must step down and out 
of our conceit when we think of our op- 
portunities and the poor use we make of 
them, in comparison even with the op- 
portunities of more unfortunate ones. 
The only advantage of education and 
respectability is that they open to us 
larger opportunities for doing good. 

This is where the Pharisee in the 
parable missed his justification. He had 
more than the publican. so God de- 
manded more of him. The Hittle that 
he made use of, and 

s0 muc e was more acceptable 
God than the Pharisee in the titinaek:

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


A WORKING DAY WITH SECRETARY PORTER AND HIS AS- 
SISTANTS IN THE EXECUTIVE MANSION, 


Some Queer Things About the President's Letters—The Dodges of Ofvice- 
seekers and the Applications of Beggars—How the Letters are 
Briefed and Prepared for the President’s Eye—Gos- 


sin About John

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Nov. 22, 1897. | 


EERE is no busier place in the 
United States just now than the 
White House. The new Céngress 
has brought a_ horde of office- 
Seekers with it, and the President is 
besieged almost as much as he was at 
the beginning of his administration. I 
found thirty people cooling their heels 
in his ante-room when I called at the 
Executive Mansion the other inorning, 
and I spent ihe duy there watching the 
crowd come and go and. studying the 
manner in which business 13 done. 
PRESIDENT M'KINLEY'S MAIL. 
Shortly after I arrived there the first 
mail came in. lt was brought from the 


_ ity postoffice in the War Department 


wagon, and the driver carried the great 
bags upon his shoulder to the second 
floor and dumped them down in the 
President's counting-room. This room 
is on’ the north side of the Executive 
Mansion, facing Lafayette Square. It 
is filled with clerks, some of whom are 
rattling typewriters so noisily that you 
can hardly hear yourself think. Others 
are sorting letters. Some are writing, 
and others are reading newspapers. It 
is here that the mailis handled. There 
are about a thousand letters every day 
and the newspapers which come in 
‘every morning would supply a sood- 
sized village with reading matter for a 
month. The chief work is witn the 
letters. There are about six aundred 
in the mail this morning, and everv 
one of them has to be read and briefed, 
jn order to save the gray matter of the 
President and his secretary. First the 
letters are sorted. The private letters 
of the President and Mrs. McKinley 
are taken out, and tke halance are 
pitched one by one into different 
baskets, according to their apparent 
importance. The clerk who sorts them 
knows the handwriting of the most 
prominent men of the country, and he 
can tell almost at a glance such letters 
as demand immediate attention. 
LETTERS BOILED DOWN. 

After sorting, the letters are boiled 
down. The juice is sucked out of each 
of them, and only the condensed ex- 
tract gets to the President. A letter of 
twenty pages is put into five lines, and 
& voluminous document into a sen- 
tence. The men who read the letters 
write a few lines across the upper left- 
hand corner of the first page of each 
letter, showing just what is init. This 
is for Secretary Porter, who, by this 
means, can grasp the whole mail in a 
short time, and direct the making up 
of a set of briefs for the President. 
The letters themselves never get to the 
President. He will not see:a dozen 
out of the six hundred which came in 
this morning. This is also the case as 
to his personal and private correspond- 
ence. All of the letters are briefed, 
and they are put in such order that 
any of them can be given to the Pres- 
ident at a moment’s notice, if he so 
desires. Sometimes a brief does not 
tell all he wants, and he ealls for the 
letter “itself. In answering his mail 
President McKinley directs Secretary 
Porter what to say. He writes no an- 
swers himself, and does not even dic- 
tate the replies to a stenographer. He 
has little time to use the pen, and al- 
most the only letter which he writes is 
the one which goes daily from here to 
his old mother at Canton. 


FOR THE PRESIDENT’S EYE ONLY 
_As we look at the letters we see that 
the. marks on the envelopes give no 


ide of the contents. Many of the let- 


te are addressed “Personal” and 
“Private” by men who think that this 
will bring their letters directly to the 
are from office-seekers, and most of 
them-the President: never sees. They 
are referred by a printed form to the 
department to which they belong. 
Here is one marked “Confidential.” 
The writer wants a consulship. It goes 
to the State Departinent. There is an- 
other marked “For the President's 
eye only.”’ Mr. Cortelyou, the executive 
It is also from a man 
who wants office. Here is a third, on 
the outside of which is written “Im- 
portant. Not to be opened by the sec- 
retary.”’ That letter comes from a 
crank, who wants to tell the Presi- 
dent of a new version of the Bible, 
And so it goes. Many of the other let- 
ters, however, are very important. 
I see the mail opened and briefed I no- 
tice how carefully everything is han- 


‘dled. There is not a paper which is 


misplaced. Every inclosure is fast- 
ened by a clip to the letter itself,-and, 
though already more than one hun- 
dred thousand letters have been re- 
ceived since the 4th of March, I am 
told that not a single paper has been 
lost. Every letter must be carefully 
watched. There area few which are 
unanswered, but there are none which 
escape the eyes of the clerks. 

CRANKS WHO WRITE TO THE 

PRESIDENT. 

Let us stop a moment and look over

There are scores of peo- 
ple who write asking for autographs 
and photographs.

The 
requests of a single morning’s. mail 
often amount to more than $5000, and 
the clerk tells me that such petitions 
have footed up as much as $9000 a day. 
President McKinley is a generous man, 
but he has his own ways of giving. 
He cannot allow his soul to be har- 
rowed up by such requests, and letters 
of this kind are never shown to him. 
They are all answered, however, and 
it takes quite a few pennies to pay the 
postage. It is only the official mail 
‘that goes free. Upon his personal mail 
the President pays for the postage 
stamps, 

HOW MR. M’KINLEY WATCHES 

THE UNITED STATES. 

In another part of this big counting- 
room the White House newspapers are 
clipped. There are sevei'al hundred pa- 
pers taken here every day. These are 
carefully scanned and all matter relat- 
ing to the administration is cut out for 
the President’s scropbooks Phe .most 
important matters are laid aside, and 
every editorial of note ig sent in to 
the President. He is not Affafd’to read 
the criticisms of his adminstraton. He 
watches the mewspapers Closely to 
learn what the people wish, and he 
keeps his fingers on the pUlse of the 
country. He interviews the men who 
call upon him in order that he may 
keep abreast with public sentiment, 
and he is, in fact, closeréto all . the 
people than any’ President we have had 
for years. Many persons,can’t sce how 
President McKinley: ‘so wel) 
posted and remain the -most of the 
time in the White House. One secret 
of his knowledge is stored away in a 
‘little room in the #6rfthéastepn corner 
of the Executive Mansion. 

THE WHITE HOUSE TELEGRAPH. 

This is the telegraph room. We can 
£0 out of the counting-room into it. As 
we enter we hear the click of the tele- 
graph instrument, and we see one of 
the President’s most confidential clerks 
with his hand on the key. The opera- 
tor is B. F. Montgomery, who has for 
years been in charge of this depart- 
ment of the White House. He has in- 
struments here which connect him with 
the chief telegraph lines of the coun- 
try, and that telegraphic switch board 
upon the wall controls the avenues of 
the news information of the world. 

It is here that the President has the 
whole United States under his thumb. 
The great telegraph companies will 
give him a private wire at a moment’s 
notice. He has his own telegraph line 
connecting him with Congress and all 
of the government departments. Sup- 
pose he wants to see a Senator. The 
electric wire calls the man up at the 
Capitol, and within a few ‘moments 
the President has his answer. Now a 
messageissent -totheState Department 
for the papers in a certain case. Now 
& pardon is telegraphed to the Attor- 
ney-General, and now the Treasury 
Department gets its directions as to 
what to do in a special matter. This 
office is a strictly private one. Much 
of the matter which goes over the wires 
from here is confidential. Orders are 
sent out which will affect the state of 
the stock market, and a dishonest clerk 
could easily make a fortune by a use 
of-the news. Many of the foreign gov- 
ernments would be glad to have ad- 
vance information of the matter sent 
over these wires, and the Spanish Min- 
ister just now would give a pretty 
penny for the telegraphic conferences 
Which are held here on Cuba. It is 
here also that the President gets al- 
most all of his news. He has important 
items in advance of the news- 
papers. The Press Association sends 
him important news as soon. as 
it comes, and if there is trouble 
anywhere in the. country the tele- 
graph companies, offers him. ‘private 
wires. At th®&itime of the Chicago riot 
President Clevéland™@aye all of his 
directions at: this office. It was from 
here that he ordered Gen. Miles to take 
charge, and, frgm here President Mc- 
Kinley can e y move the army. It 
was here that President Harrison sat 
all day at the time of the Johnstown 
flood, waiting. for the news as to 
whether Seeretary Halford and-his wife 
had escaped that disaster, and here, 
when Garfield lay dying, the muffled 
keys carried and recetyéd the news 


from day to day. 

WITH THRE PRESIDENT'’S .SECRE- 
SARE. 

But let us eross the hall into the 
, room of the secretary of the Presi- 

dent. Secretary Porter is one of the 
busiest men-in the United States. He 
is the buffer between the people and 
President McKinley, ana it keeps him 
moving to attend to his duties. All 
the callers upon the President are 
filtered through him. He has to get 
the righ: men in at the right time 
and keep all in a good humor. He 
mailto -attend—to, 
He has to arrange his social affairs 
and his official meetings, and he is, in 
fact. the business manager of the 
White House. T like Mr. Porter better 
than several of his predecessors. Thur- 
ber managed this office with the dig- 
nity of a college professor. He looked 
like a saint, but he was as slippery 
as the soaked bark of an elm tree. 
He promised much, but did little. Por- 
ter promises littl and does a great 
deal. Thurber was a great know-noth- 
ing. He could never tell you whether 
Cleveland could do anything for you 
or not.

He bowed before him as to a 
graven image, and ocne instinctively 
locked at the secretary’s knees to see 
if his pantaloons were mot worn away 
by his perpetual attitude before his 
master. It was different with Elijah 
Halford. Halford kept Harrison's dig- 
nity, but he never worshiped him. Hal- 
ford was a born diplomatist, and at 
the same time a man of high char- 
acter. Every one liked Dan Lamont. 
He knew all the politicians of the 
country, and he néver forgot a name 
or a face. Lamont had a business view 
of things. He knew Cleveland thor- 
oughiy, and was nor afraid of him. 
He had been a newspaper man, and 
so was Porter. Cleveland trusted 
Lamont, and I understand that Mce- 
Kinley trusts Porter, and in some re- 
spects the two secretaries are much 
alike. 

THE SECRETARY’S JOB. 

I don’t covet Secretary Porter’s job, 
however. He gets $5000 a year, but he is 
on the go from 9 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 12 o’clock at night.

*per of details outside. Ail those letters 
which we saw in the other room have 
to pass under his eye, and hundreds of 
them. will be answered by him. He has 
to see that the appointments which the 
President makes are sent to the Senate. 
He keeps track, to a certain extent, of 
Congressional matters, and in addition 
to this, answers all the President’s 
mail. He has a stenographer with him 
all the time and dictates answers to. 
letters between his receptions of the 
callers. Bis work goes on from 9 o’clock 
in the morning until. midnight, and 
President McKinley’s days are so full 
that it is often 10 p.m. before he has 
time to go over the matters which he 
alone can settle and give directions to 
Mr. Porter as to how they are to be 
disposed of. It is often midnight by 
the time he is through with the Pres- 
ident, and after this some of the most 
important mail to be answered. 
These long hours are absolutely neces- 
sary in order to keep the business of 
the White House up to date, and this 
is so, notwithstanding the fact that 
Secretary Porter has systematized the 
work better than it has ever been ar- 
ranged before. In another letter I 
shall deal more directly with the Pres- 
ident himself.

the intended husband must have an 
ample provision to support a wife and 
family. For. the girl a dowry is not 
so important as in France, but a cer- 
tain amount of linen and household 
furniture is required. The whole train- 
ing and education of a Greek girl 
is simply a preparation to render her 
brilliant in the society of the great 
world. Her toilet is a subject of con- 
stant anxiety. 

Although most Greek girls are nat- 
urally very pretty, they begin to paint 
and powder from a very early age— 
cheeks bright red, eyebrows and lashes 
deepest black and veins delicately blue. 
The resuli is that she is a withered 
old woman at 40, and nowhere are 
uglier women to be found than beneath 
the blue skies of lovely Greece. 

Next in importance to beauty comes 
languages. Every Greek family who 
ean afford it keeps a French nurse or 
maid, and French is universally spoken 
in society. Painting and music are 
quite unnecessary, but girls are care- 
fully trained in dancing and drilled 
to enter a room and sit down with ele- 
gance. Lastly, household duties are 
taught—how to make rose jam, Turk- 
ish coffee and various delicate sweet- 
meats.

Since his day doctors generally have 
more and more strongly recommended 
water drinking, till now, a certain (and 
large) number of glasses of water per 
day is one of the most familiar pres- 
criptions from some of the best doctors 
at the best sanitariums in the land. 
High authorities now tell us that often 
the basis of success in the hot water 
craze and in drinking mineral waters 
is neither the heat, nor the minerals, 
but the water; the water is what the 
system of the patient was needing. 

We are taught now that there is no 
danger of drinking too much water, 
and a good deal of not drinking enough. 
Of course that is not disputing the 
fact that it is very easy to drink too 
much ice water when we are warm, 
and too much of any kind with our 
meals. 

A \\practitioner and instructor at 
Bellevue recommends every one to drink 
a pint of water on getting up in the 
morning, and a pint on going to bed, 
at any temperature they like; this is 
a hygienic suggestion, not a medicinal 
one; this very successful practitioner 
thinks it is the best way of giving the 
system needed liquid, and declares 
many irregularities disappear under 
this régime. The water, mind, is not, 
however, to be gulped down at one or 
two drafts; a half hour or more, while 
dressing or undressing should be given 
to sipping the two glasses. 

This same physician recommends a 
good, drink of water when .we fee] 
tired or faint; in that state‘ that gén- 
erally makes us generally turn to tea 
or coffee or wine, the water has an al-

Speed Trials 


T HAS cost the government over 
$3,000,000 in speed premiums to ver- 
ify by performance the calculations 
of the designing bureausofthe Navy 
Department; but hereafter, by means 
of the experimental mode! tank at the 
navy yard, Washington, and upon 


an original outlay of hardly more than 


$100, the possibilities of the heaviest 
of our future ships may be determined 
to a nicety. 

The last regular session of Congress 
completed a total provision of $100,000 
for the construction of this experi- 
mental plant; and by industrious work 
the establishment has already been 
hastened half way to completion. Eas- 
ily within a year the place will be 
ready for practical application,

THE CARRIAGE AT WORK. 


For years such a plant has been rec- 
ognized by the principal European na- 
val powers as_a necessity, sand the 
praiseworthy performance of our ships 
reflect» all the more credit upon our 
designers, handicapped eathey have 
been by such practical fd@ilities: Much 
as mathematical science has done jn 
other directions, it still is unequal to- 
the solutions ofall the difficult ques- 
tions involved in the motion of a body 
in water; and it iy only by practical 
experiments that the forces at work 
ean be rightly measured and divided 
among the elements of wave motion, 
surface friction and mechanical pro- 
pulsion. 

Based upon the investigations of the 
late Dr. William Froude of England, 
it is known that the performance of a 
model bears a mathematical ratio to 


‘the performance of a full-sized ship; 


and by multiplying the known func- 
tions of the ‘miniature by its .ratio to 
the proposed craft, the possibilities 
and peculiarities of the contemplated 
vessel are predetermined beyond ques- 
tion. What this may mean when pe- 
culiar forms of hull or exceptional 
speeds are involved, is easily grasped 
even by the layman; and the discov- 
ery of what must be expected of a 
ship built upon those lines may mean 
the success or ruin of a vast enter- 
prise. The application of the model tank 
applies as well to mefchant craft as 
to naval vessels; and it is the purpose 
of the Navy Department to place the 
establishment at the disposal of civilian 
and commercial undertakings. 

The present tank may truly be said 
to be the result of the persistent ef- 
forts of Chief Constructor ‘Hichborn; 
and, following out his directions, the 
plant will be at once upon a scale and 
of a character considerably in ad- 
vance of anything now extant abroad. 

The completed structure will con- 
sist, primarily, of a concrete-lined ba- 
sin surrounded by a one-story brick 
building, which is surmounted by a 
steel-trussed roof of an approved pat- 
tern. 

The building is 500 feet long and 50 
feet wide, with two small extensions for 
the installation of the ventilating, heat- 
ing, pumping, filtering and power 


plants. By this means the main body 


of the structure is left unhampered for 
the experimental work. 

The main basin is 370 feet long and 
43 feet wide, and will have a uniform 
depth of 14 feet. At either end .there 
will be a narrow, shoal extension; one 
70 feet long and 6 feet wide, from 
which the trial runs will be started; 
and the other 34 feet long and 8 feet 
wide, into which the models will be 
carried upon the completion of the 
runs. The latter extension will have neo 
special features; but at the starting 
end there will be a pit on each side 
and at the rear for the purpose of pro- 
viding convenient means for measuring 
the models as they float in the basin 
preparatory to the trials. There, too, 
will be a starndord weighing apparatus 
for adjusting and standardizing the dy- 
namometer which measures the re- 
sistance of the models or the correla- 
tive, the power required to tow them 
at their several speeds. 

On the inner lip, so to speak, of the 
main foundation of concrete will rest 
the tracks upon which the carriage 
will travel during the runs. These 
tracks, of which there are two on each 
side of the basin, extend from end to 
end of the building, and are of the 
heaviest failroad type, and are so 
fastened to the foundation as to make 
them as nearly rigid as possible. The 
object of this is to obtain a surface 
over which the carriage—which spans 
the basin and tows the models—may 
be run at high speeds and with the 
least amount of jar. This is essential 
to the proper working of the necessa- 
rily delicate instruments that register 
and record accurately the various ele- 
ments of the trials. 

The towing carriage is also rigidly 
constructed, and is driven by electric 
motors run on the trolley system. 
There are four of these motors. Two 
will be needed for runs at-speeds from 
one to twelve knots, while all four will. 
be required from that up to the maxi- 
mum of twenty knots. It May be stated 
here that a twenty-knot run on the part 
of a model is the correlative of a speed 
of perhaps forty knots or more in the 
contemplated craft. 
. In starting the experimental runs, it 
will be needful in utilizing the whole 
length of the deep main basin that the 
carriage With the model shall attain 
the full speed of the intended test by 
the time it emerges from the extension 
at the starting end, otherwise the 
length of the runs, especially <:t high 
speeds, would be materially reduced.

throws the motor in gear and starts 
the tension of the spring and keeps it 
up till the pull of the motor at one end 
exactly balances the pull of the model 
at the other end; another electrical 
this counterpoise. 
The position of the motor-moved end 
of the spring denotes the tension or re- 
tistance of the model; and an arm 
reaching up to a cylinder carrying a 
sheet of paper traces with a pen a rec- 
ord of this resistance and its varia- 
tions. This cylinder, before which one 
of the operators sits, revolves at a 
fixed ratio to the advance of the car- 
riage. 

Other pens register any change 
of trim, i.e., settling by the bow or 
the stern, fractions of a second at reg- 
ular periods, and the actual distance 
and position of the carriage at every 
interval of the run. These latter ele- 
ments are checked electrically from 
the track and must be positive, and by 
the combination with the time record 
determine the actual speed of the car- 
riage at any point in its run. The re- 
sult is a diagram of simultaneous rec- 
ords from which everything can be 
read and checked with ease. 

The springs used will necessarily 
vary in strength with the speed and 
character of the model; and the stand- 
ard- weighing apparatus will be used to 
standardize each one before trials. 

Every conceivable precaution will be 
taken to insure absolute accuracy in 
the tests, and a careful record of each 
experiment will be tabulated and filed 
away for ready reference. In the mat- 
ter of details and the method of ap- 
plying the dynamometrical mechan- 
ism, we have departed entirely from 
all previous practices, with the prom- 
ise of records free from that jumpiness 
and vibration common to. other model 
tank registers. 

In addition to these more simple ex- 
periments, arrangements will be pro- 
vided for testing the functions or qual- 
ities of the models; the effects of pro- 
pellers of various sorts and at different 
speeds and their relations to the form 
of the hull about the stern where the 
water runs into the screws; and also 
to tell what proportionate part of the 
total resistance of the model is due to 
friction of the under-water surface, 
what to wave resistance and what to 
eddies. 

All of these things must be taken 
into consideration in determining the 
best form for a ship and the corre- 
eponding economical speed for that 
form, and from this some modest no- 
tion may be got of what the naval ar- 
chitect has-to provide for and consider. 
In the absence of a tank he must 
make the most of the known perform- 
ance of other ships, and approximate 
the possibilities of his intended craft 
as best his judgment can. Pretty 
guess work and some wonderfully 
clever forethought alone are the basis 
upon which our own successful ships 
have been planned so far, and one nat- 
urally wonders what might not have 
been accomplished had we had these 
absolute, practical facilities. 

The high speed at which it may be 
needful to run the carriage, i.e., 
twenty knots or twenty-three miles an 
hour, necessitates some special and r2- 
liable arrangement at the end of the 
run for bringing the carriage to a halt 
without undue shock to the heavy mass 
of motion. This is to be accomplished 
by a huge friction brake, carefully 
graduated in its pressure by hydraulic 
cylinders, and overating uniformly on 
each side of the carriage. When this 
brake is in operation it will be possible 
to bring the carriage to a stop from 
full speed within the limit of only 
twenty feet. A supplementary or 
emergency brake, in the shape of an 
immense hydraulic cylinder is auto- 
matically thrown into gear upon the 
failure of the friction brake, and will 
be absolute in case of accident. 

The models to be experimented upon 
will be as nearly as possible of a uni- 
form length of 20 feet as an even 
scale proportionate to the full-sized 
craft will allow. For instance, a ves- 
sel 156 feet long will have @ model on 
an eighth scale, that is, 19% feet long, 
while a craft 383 feet long will have a 
model on nineteenth scale, or 20.1 
feet long. hey will be of pine wood, 
accurately cut by a special machine 
from the lines of the proposed vessel, 
and then carefully measured and 
checked before being launched into the 
basin. They will then-be prepared in 
the balancing basin prior to starting, 
and nicely ballasted so as to accu- 
rately represent the intended craft 
when She is ready for her trial.
